GENTLJiMEN, 

In calling for the Decision of 3 
Committee of the House of Commons upon the 
Merits of the late Election, I had this object to 
establish, in the face of the Public, and in the 
front of Disaffection, this great and leading prin- 
ciple of English Liberty, that Elections ought 
to be free — a most respectable Committee have 
so decided; and, as far as' I have been concerned 
in it, I have done it more for the sake of others 
than for myself. 

I hate no desire to remind you of an Election 
carried on under a system of terror hithe^-to un- 
known in the annals -of this Country. I do not -wish

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: to bring back to your recollection, scene« so dis- 
graceful to the Police of the place in which you live, 
but I look to the House of Commons with an anxi- 
ous hop^ that they who are thenatural^Guardians of 
the Freedom of Election, will afford some effectual 
protection to the Electors of Nottingham, before 
they summon them again to a new Election ; be- 
cause those, who are at the head of the present 
miserable Police of the Town, have been compel- 
led to admit, that at the last Election they were 
unable to give you any protection, and that they 
were at the mercy of a Mob. I presume this 
will not be controverted, but, if it should, let them 
choose between the alternative of saying, that 
they were unable, or unwilling to protect you ; in 
the one case they require the assistance of ad- 
ditional Magistrates, and in the other, they>deserve 
to be stripped of all authority. 

When I consider the advantages which you have 
gained by this decision, my object is completely 
answered: whatever may be the event, you will 
allow me to say, that it is most unjust, that it 
should have been imputed to me, that I have ad* 
ded to the distresses of the Country, and that I 
have been a blind supporter of the War; when those 
who make the charge know, or might know, that I 
have uniformly, during the late Parliament, given 
Hiy vote in favour of Peace ; — No,, these are not 
my crimes-^my crime is, that I venerate the Ma. 
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narcliy ffnd the Monarcliy ; and that I detest and 
abhor those principles which have led to the abo- 
lition of Monarchy in other Countries, and which 
^ere intended to have had the same effect in this. 

.My greatest Enemies will, I am sure, give me - 
credit for never having wished to deceive them, or to 
alter my principles : my Conduct, with all its faults, 
has at least had the merit of being at all times open 
and undisguised, and I have no hesitation in saying, 
that if there are any amongst you who vihh to dis- 
turb the Government of the Country, ih«y would 
be ill represented by me. However we may have 
differed upon great Political Questions, I have one 
consolation, which no clamour 6an take from me; 
I have the satisfaction of knowing>that I can lay 
my hand upon my heart, and say, that I have 
been a faithful Servant to you; and that I have 
never prostituted your interest^ or advanced my 
own. I have done the Town* some service, and 
they know it : because I have been instrumental' 
In opening the doors' of Justice to its Inhabitants, 
by removing the Decision of Party Questions td 
a fair and impartial ^Tribunal. I have attended 
to your concerns' both in and out of Parliament ; 
I iiaye never neglebtcd the application of the 
poorest Man 4n the Town ; and, I believe, I might 
venture to say, that I have saved the lives of some 
of you, inreHirn for which, there arepenons who 

seem disposed to Hke away mi&e.

Having thought it to be my duty to say so 
much in my own justification, as an injured man, 
I shall now discard from my recollection every 
traceof what is past, and assure you, if I should 
again be in the situation of your Representative, 
it shall be my study to render to you collectively 
and individually, without distinction of party, 
f?very service in ray power. 

I cannot avoid taking this opportunity of ex- 
pressing my most grateful acknowledgments to 
those numerous and respectable persons, who 
have 80 liberally contributed their assistance to 
the support uf a cause, which they consider jnot 
to be my cause alone, but the cause of the Pub- 
lic I undoubtedly it ia a matter of no importance 
to tlio Publlci whether the Town of Nottingham 
ii represented by one Candidftte or another { but 
il Is of the utmost Importance to the Public, that 
Prineiplei t^bould , not be openly circulated with 
impunity, in the heart of this Kingdom, which 
have been borrowed from a neighbouring Nation 
in the worst of times, and which lead directly to 
the subversion of all Order and Government, 
These principles can only be checked, by somcsa-» 
lutary regulations, to be made by the Government 
of the Country 5 and I trust and hope, that those 
whose duty it is to watch over tlie Interests of 
this Realm, will think it high time tO interfere, 
by adopting some measures which will give nerve 
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a«d cnwgy to ihe feeble Magistracy of the Towfif 
of Nottingham, the principal Members of which 
have frequently admitted, and have affected to la- 
ment^ that at the last Election they were utterly 
unable ^to maintain good order, peace and subor- 
dination in the Town of Nottingham. 

Having the strongest confidence that I still re- 
tain the good opinion of the real Electors, and 
that the violence made use of against me at tho 
last Election, came principally from those who' 
bad no Votes to give, and that it was mingled with 
a desire to overturn the legal Government of the 
Country; I feel it to be my indispensable duty to 
offer myself again as a Candidate, in the perfect 
persuasion that I shall meet with that generous 
Support which I have so. frequently received at 
your hands, whenever the Wisdom of Parliament 
ftbaU think it prudent to issue another writ.^

To thefrteand independent Electors tf ih

Gentlemen, 

My profound respect for a Tri- 
bunal constructed as an Election Committee, of 
the House of Commons, necessarily must be> 
^vould induce me to refrain from animadversion, 
uere it possible for a moment to suppose — that 
Prejudice, founded on Calumny and Misrepre- 
sentation, had, in any case, the least influence on 
its determination. Such a suspicion cannot be~ 
entertained ; and I therefore bow, with the utmost 
deference, tp the late decision, however unexpect- 
ed both by you and myself. 

It has c«rtaln)y been the subject of most pain- 
ful regret tome, — that proceedings did take place, 
during some periods of the late Election, which 
merit the severest reprehension. But that there 
are, in all great towns, misguided men, who take 
advantage of the confusion attendant on every po- 
pular Election, to gratify their private resent- 
ment, is also a lamentable fact: yet, the exist- 
ing Laws have surely sufficient energy for the 
suppression and punishment of such conduct. — 
Why then have not the parties aggrieved appeal* 
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cd to those Law* f Why have notthe offend ert 
been indicted ? And why are we now to hear 
from Mr. Coke, of the necessity of Parliament- 
4ry Interference ? Had he been the object of your 
choice,^ such a question; I am inclined to believe, 
would never have arisen : the disorders now com- 
plained oi would have been overlooked, as those 
of his own Party have been on his former success* 
ful Elections. Y our Jeeble Magistracy, and misers 
able Police, would have been unassailed, and your 
Loyalty would have remained unimpeached» 

The right of nominating and elcctiiig your Re- 
presentatives fn Parliament,— that great and dis- 
tinguished privilege of Britons and Freemen^ — is 
unquestiionably too dignified to be compatible with 
Tumult and Violence; but god forbid that we 
should, in the opposite extreme, adx)pt either the 
Principles or the Practice of a neighbouring 
Country, and make our Elections at the Point ef 
the Bayonet f 

Is it in these days to be considered a criiAe^ 
that Electors should no longer confide in a Mai^, 
whom thej conceive to have supported Measures 
inimical to the Interests of their Country ? And 
are they to be branded whh Disloyalty and Dis- 
affection, because they have thought that the War, 
in which we have lately been engaged, ihigKt and 
ought to have b^een avoided ; .and because they 
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have expressed their disapprobation o[ tKoi^ Sfea* 
sures, adopted by the late Administration, which 
could tend to a continuance of its disastrous ef- 
fects, and which at Notiiagkam^ were felt to »^ 
calamitous degree ? Surely not I 

The Spirit of Party, in Notiinghamy is not, I- 
fear, likely to be diminished, by the Measures 
which have been pursued in the late intemperate 
appeal to the Committee ; and in the attempt, by 
tneaRS the most unjustifiable, to throw an un^- 
tnerit'ed Stigma, oh the Character and Conduct of> 
those Electors, who were honest and firm enough 
to exercise their Independent Franchises. But 
that a high legal Character should, on a solemn- 
.occasion, upon common rumour only, have been 
induced to allude to matters connected with your 
late Election; which are now shewn to be utterly 
false and groundless ; thereby prejudging, and pro- 
nouncing condemnation, as it were, on a Cause 
then to undergo a rigid investigation before ano^ 
ther tribunal, was subject of much surprise to 
men of all parties, and must be regarded, by 
every one who respects the purity and impartiality 
of our laws, with infinite regret. 

In being the instrument of the vindication of 
your fame, under whatever personal sacrifice I have 
done it ! my recompence will be compleat in the 
continuance of your confiden(!e| and in the satis- 
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faction of believing that I have not rendered myself 
uliworthy of your future favor and kindness. 

Knowing what extraordinary Interference, and 
pQuerful Opposition I have to contend against, I 
wholly rely on the strenuous Endeavours of Men, 
who are resolved to assert their Freedom and In- ' 
dependence. Recollect, however, that active and 
fccalous exertions may be combined with exenipla* 
ty order and decorum. 

Mr. Coke informs you that he venerates the 
Monarch and the Monarchy ; allow me also to 
tell you, that no one more truly appreciates (he 
transcendant Virtues of his present Majesty than 
mysdfj but in making &, publia rlcclaralmn of try 
lentiments, I must hvow, it is the Ctmsiityiwn of 
our Country as handed to us by our forpfatbcrs 
that J venerate, and of which the kingly power 
is so essential a parti for th? maintgnanco and de- 
fence of which we are all of ua ready, I trust, to 
jnake tho sacrifice of every thing else we hold 
dear. 

I offer myself again as a Candidate, whenever 
the Election shall be permitted to take place, 
and I wish it to be perfectly understood, that 
having thus made a candid avowal of my political 
opinions, I ask no man for his support, who docs 

not perfectly approve them, Should I again 

Lave the honor to be chosen as your Represent 
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tative, you shall fiad me ever faithful to those 
principles which are tlie basis of my sincere atid 
•nalterable attachment to the Welfare and Hap- 
piness of ray Country, a zealous advocate of the 
blessings of Civil and Religious Liberty , And an 
assiduous promoter of the Interests of the Town 
of Nottingham.

Gentlemek, ^ "^ 

I meet you here much sooner 
than I expected to have done, after a long and la- 
borious contest, the result of which, (by a con- 
currence of circumstances it would ill become me 
here to enlarge upon) is that I am once more 
thrown upon your protection. The conflict which 
I have sustained has been of unexampled seventy, 
though it was not of that nature which requir 
the exertions of muscular vigour, yet it has pl^ 
tifully demanded what is not less the sinews' 
War, Money, and Gentlemen in such ^ cause i , ^ __, , 
would not have expended .the last shilling of his>- /(T-. ) ^ 
property ? If such a one there be, I am not that 
man ! I have stODd forward in this trial with pe- 
culiar alacrity^ not only on my own acccmnt but 
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on yours ; not only to vindicate my own character, 
bat to rescue yours from the vilest and most dar« 
ing of calumnies. — For my female friends in 
particular, I have thought myself called upon to 
clear their fair fame from the aspersions of slan- 
der and falsehood, and I have done it ! the world 
has been told of lascivious wantons preceding my 
Chair after the late Election ! it has been told of 
a woman then present in a state of entire nudity ! 
Where are these infamous fabricators now ? they 
have been unable (impudent and barefaced as they 
were) to stand before the simple and naked truth. 

The protection of the yinr . *ex is one of the 

most indispcmible of our duties, and it has ever 
been the pride and boast of Englishmen, and you 
must all participate «in the satisfaction I feel at 
having redeemed the credit of my fair friends from 
these maliciou3 slanders. 

In offering myself a second time to your notice 
Gentlemen, as a Candidate, I feel a confidence 
(and it is a confidence in which I am justified by 
the manner in which you have this day received 
me) that your free and unbiassed suffrages will 
aeain place me in that desirable situation, in 
which I have no doubt it was your mtention I 
i-hould be nowsitting. 

When 1 was first introduced to you. Gentle- 
men, my character could only be known to you 
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tlirougli the partial medium of a few friends, but 
a considerable space of time has since elapsed, and 
you have now had an opportunity to enquire into 
the merits of the man whom you have already, 
though I am sorry to say, ineflt'ctually, honoured 
with your choice.

an4 from the principle of independence, and tKi 
energy ,which arc fo evidently apparent dmong 
you, no doubt reniains of his eventually succeed- 
ing. But, Gentlemen, success is the offspring of 
" high endeavour," and without aiSlivfty and zeal, 
you may afford a triumph to your opponents ; the 
baseness of whose conduct, in the late conteft, 
ought to excite in you feelings of the greatest in* 
ciignation. The present is not the proper time to 
recapitulate the particulars of that condu£^, but 
the obje6tions exiiling to the exposure of them will 
very soon ceafe ; and you may depend upon their 
be'ng faithfully reprefentcd to you. In the mean 
time, let every Eledor, who is a friend to Civil 
and Religious liberty, who can feel the injuries 
and infults offered to the independence of the 
town, exert himself strenuoufly in* favor of Mr, 
Birch. His political sentiments are well known to 
you, they are in unison with t! e constitution of tlie 
Country, to every part of whose government he is 
alike friendly, whether it be the prerogatives of the 
Grown, the privileges of the jPeers, or the RIGHTS 
OF THE PEOPLE. The worth and integritysof 
his private character, are the beft pledge to you of 
his future public condudl as a fenat«r.— What 
. claims Mr, Coke can have upon your protedtion, 
in oppofition to Aich a man, I leave to him or his 
adherents to point out i they are ni^t to be found in 
his past conduft. He supported the late difaite- 
rous adminiftration lu . those measures which 
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brought fuxuoe upon the l^nd ; and, in order tj9 
ftifle the cries and rcmonftrances of the oppressed^ 
paiTed thofe unconftltutional a6ts,— the Pitt and 
Grenville, or the gagging bill. The wretched 
Were hereby debarred llie melancholy privilege ojf 
imparting their griefs to each other ; or to thofe 
from whom redrefs might reafonably have been 
expeAed. He voted a bill of indemnity for the 
miniflers who brought the country to the very pre- 
cipice of ruin, and from whofe folly and obftina- 
cy (he now fuffers the greateft evils. 

Mr. Coke has openly infylted your legiflative , 
rights, he has audacioufly. declared^ that only in Iq- 
cal matters does he think himself bound to attead 
tp the wilhes of his condituents, that in matters of 
national import he does not think himfelf under 
any obligation of that nature, but that he shoujd 
aft exclufively on his own judgment ; in other 
' words, Gentlemen, as far as relates to flicking a lamp 
againft a wall, paving a flreet, or putting down a 
post, he wpuld attend to your wifhes ; but, that in 
cafes of national and political importance, he in 
his unbounded fapience, knows better what is 
good for you, than your united and colleftive wif- 
dom can point out to him. A more glaring infult^ 
or a more daring violation of the legiflative rights 
of the people, never was offered : it is telling you 
in direft terms, that you are beads of burtheri form- 
ed to bear the \y eight of taxes, but that for political 
deliberation^ and discernment you arc wholly dis* 
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qualified. The man who can advance such z 
political heresy is only worthy to receive the suf- 
frages of slaves. Lord Mulgrave in 1692, ad^ 
vanced a more constitutional doctrine. Speaking 
against Pbceinen sitting in Parliament, lie exclaim- 
ed "For God's sake consider. the meaning of the 
word Representative. Can Representatives do any 
thing contrary to the minds of their Constituents? 
It would be absurd to propose it, and yet how can 
it be otherwise, if Representatives, after being 
chosen, may change their dependency and engage 
themselves in em^dyments phinly inconsisteut 
with the great trust reposed in them?" Such, 
Gentlemen, was the sound doctrine advanced by a 
Peer of the Realm, above a century ago ; a doc- 
trine that will be cherished by every lover of true 
constitutional liberty, although opposed by the sa- 
gacious and penetrating Mr. Daniel Parker Coke, 
of Derby; and )et this is the man who comes 
forward to solicit those very votes which he con- 
temns, and sets at naught the instant they have 
passed your lips ! This is the man, Gentlemen^ 
in support of whose petition and future election, a 
STOCK PURSE is formed against your independ- 
ence. The neighbouring Aristocracy, not content 
with seating whom they please in Parliament for 
the COUNTY, have now combined by their sub-, 
acriptlons to this fund, to subvert the independence 
of the TOWN; and nothing can prevent their 
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success but your united and immediate exertions. 
It remains for you to convince them that manly 
independence still exists on British ground: this 
glorious task is become yours, the eyes of the 
whole Island are fixed upon you, and your 
conduct in the ensuing contest will degrade you 
in the estimation of your countrymen, or exalt you 
therein in a most eminent degree. From past ex- 
perience the working class of electors must expect 
coercion of every base and oppressive species. Lei 
them associate, and by periodical small subscrip- 
tions, form a fund to which the oppressed may 
have recourse* A plan will next week be submit- 
ted to your coiteideration, for the attainment of 
this desirable end, and it is a refuge, to which men 
of the most independent spirit, may apply without 
exciting one feeling repugnant to the most manly 
mtnd. 

Mr. Birch is expect^ in Noaingham eariy iieiit 
week, the day is not yet qertain, you will be in- 
formed, of it, and in the mean time, animate each 
other to exertion in the cause of civil and religious 
liberty, whiqh you ha^e espoused^ and which now 
imperiously demands at your hands. the firmest sup^ 
port.

Mr. COKE CMember of Parliament for Not- 
tinghamj opened this Case -, he said, that in the 
Absence of Mr. Newman, the leading Counsel 
for the Crown, it became his duty, as senior 
Barrister, to open the circumstances of this Case* 
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There never was any occasion, he said, on 
^hich Government had acted more laudably, than 
in taking up the Prosecution of these Prisoners. 
Crovernment had done its duty in the very best 
manner, by bringing forward the bes| evidence a- 
gainstthe persons charged with having acted in these 
disgraceful scenes, having done so, their task was 
at an end ; and if, after this, Juries should acquit, 
it was not the fault of Government. In this casq, 
said he, " Government have done their duty, and 
you are now to do yours ; for if, after the clear- 
est evidence of the guilt of these men, you arc 
determined at all events to acquit — if men are to 
be sacrificed to the fury of the vilest wretches, for 
opinion — we live in a Country that is n«t worth 
Kving in. If Dr. Priestley is to have his 
house pulled down, because the vilest of the cab- 
bie think him wrong in his opinion, he lives in a 
Country in which he is' not safe for a momenf; he 
ought to leave it immediately.* Dr. Pri£.stley 
is a man of learning, and exemplary manners, 
and although in points of Religion, or Political 
Opinions, I may, and certainly do, differ from 
him ; yet had I been at Birmingham when his pro- 
perty was attacked, I would have lost m}- life in 
liis defence ; and this sentiment I hold the more 
strongly, because I da differ from hkn. -Every 
man who loves the Constitution of this Country, 
ought always to be careful not to give counte- 
UAnce to any sort of persecution, to any set of 
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men whatever, be iheir Religious or Political 
Opinions what they may, particularly if they 
should think such opinions wrong ; because it is 
ihe nature of persecution to increase the number 
of the persecuted ; and therefore, as well -wishers 
to the State, you should take canj that you do 
not countenance these shameful excesses. What 
will the enlightened part of this Country— what 
will all Europe say, when they see that in Eng- 
land, Riots and Persecutions are ^produced by 
the countenance of a Jury, for that Juries, after, 
the clearest conviction of evidence, will yet ac- 
quit these guilty perpetrators. 

I do not arraign your conduct yesterday, I do 
not say that any one was improperly acquitted, but 
I call on you most solemnly tb reflect on the con- 
sequences, if it is to be understood that there is 
fl general inclination to protect and screen these 
wretches, remembel' that Dr. Priestley, an 
honest and honourable man had his bouse pulled 
down because he is a DISSENTER. Would you 
)yibh to see a repitition of those foul proceedings? 
There will be another 14th of July, and if these 
desperate men are to escape punishment Dr. 
Priestley will be burnt. — On the next 14tb of 
July, there may be other, meetings to celebrate, 
tbe Anniversary of the French Revolution ; there 
may be as good reasons for hereafter as before ; 
and so there may for many yeais to come. Your 
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children may be there, your grandchildren may 
"he there, and if these scand8ll<)us proceedings of 
homing Bouses be not checked, perhaps your own 
progeny may* be consumed in the flame in the 
next century, and that for their opiniona ! I do 
not say I like these meetings, I wish they were, 
not to take place, but in England there is no 
power to prevent them. Englishmen have a right 
to dine where and when they please, and drink 
what sentiments they please, provided they do not 
act tumultuously. As Englishmen then, 4ind b.%, 
lovers of your Canstitution^ I trust you will do 
your duty. There are no twelve nioit now in 
England on whom all the world are lookn^g with 
such attention and expectation as on you at this 
moment. An alarm is spread — I heard yesterday 
in the street, that you will not convict any one 
of these wretches* 

One bf the Jvry said, " My Lord, I do not 
think that the Counsel is opening the Case as h& 
ought to open it; what have we to do with what 
be heard in the street V'

I duly received yotw let- 
ter, and the pamphlets you recommended to my

PBAR BrOTRVE JoBV, 

I duly received yours, 
and am sorely afraid you have catched tKe distem-^ 
per at prresent :io prevalent in and about our towxi» 
and nei^bourhood. They say it is the itch ; and 
I verily belleyie 1 liave got a touch of it myself; 
bejuig desirous bowever to know what^iUr great 
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Doctors might call it, I described my case with 
1 its S3"mptoms, to a neighbour of lnin(^, who is a 
bii of a Scholar, and who immediately pronoun- 
ced it to be tlie ** Cacoethcs ScribendL*' lie tells 
me furtlierj that the disease is more or less Viru- 
lent, according to the disposition of the patient 
who happens to be afflicted with it. That in some 
it only appears in a strong itch, or desire to get at 
pen, ink, and paper^ for the piii-posc of commu- 
nicating their Sentiments to the public in n plain di- 
rect way; which perhaps may be my case as well as 
yours; that in others, this ifdi is accompanied by a 
strong propensity to deceive and mislead the honest 
and industrious part of the community : but that its 
viruJencc is greatest; and the disease at its height, 
whenever the poor patient happens to be under 
the dominiop of Republican principles. And as 
an instance of the violence with which it then 
rages, he produced a Pamphlet written by a dis- 
carded Major of Militia, together with some Let- 
ters by Little Solomon, wherein it is observable 
how m\ich tfic unruly passions of envy, haired, 
and malice prevailed.

It is, a iua,tt(?<r of sincere regret,, thai such a^ 
maxi»5»^li wW aRply, in apyd^gree, to.a man.. who

longed to Daniel Parker Coke ; but it vvillTjo im- 
possibly, . with the knowledge you have of the 
transactions of the last Election, and of the parti-

The hand bill signed *' Coldham, 
/Town Clerk," dated the tenth day of May, 1803, 
is so insigai6caat and uninteresting that I only 
waat leisure to express more fully its folly.' To 
what extremity ai-c the /eeble Magistrates of Not- 
tingham reduced* and how much their faculties 
and memory must have failed them to suppose the 
Tttblic Itqttircd reminding ** that they had at a 
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Common Hall now declared themselves to be for 

Mr. Birch at the ensuing Election." Men, 

women, and children, have had repeated proofs 
ever since the disgraceful scenes in July last, to en* 
tertain only one opinion as to the part they mean to 
take ; it was something so ridiculous, it might 
justly be compared to an attempt to make public 
by hand-bills and the Town Arms to it, dated w» 
a Saiurdny^ informing that the next day «,xjw/rf be 
Sundai/ !^ — It also states with no less inaccuracy 
and deception, *• that Mr. Coke and his Party 
had openly avowed their support of a Bill now in 
Parliament, for introducing, what the Corporation 
are pleased to call, a Foreign Magistracy ^ into the 
Town of Nottingham.— I deny the charge.—I de- 
clare the' term Foreign Magistracy makes no part 
of the Bill, nor had Mr. Coke or hia party any 
tiling to do with the framing of the Bill above allud- 
ed to.

tfemitics of this kingdom. The word foreigner 
though even then not proper, might to such meit 
have been better applied — I could say the «imc 
with regard to a few more now composing tht fee- 
ble Corporation, but they were to be Tools far- 
fetched & dear-bought. — Fa6Vs are stubborn things, 
and feeling \x. a duty I owe to the public, I have 
come forward 'to open the eyes of those who may 
have been living in darkness; ifany of my Bro- 
ther Burgesses wish to be more enlightened, let 
them renounce the dangerous company they keep, 
and join in friendship and social conviviality with' 
the Friends of Mr. Coke, who are numerous and 
respectable.

until I was hissed' from thence— then i turned a- 
side and dwelt -dt Mansfield until the people grew 
weary of me, and held me in derision — then came 
I to Nottingham, where I have sojourned for- a 
short space. 

S . And I hoped that fortune jwould smile upon 
lue more than heretofore; ^ and de«I out her fiivors 
with a liberal hand— ^but ah ! my expectation is 
cut off; and my hope is perished; because ray 
bdl^ feeleth , hunger, and my shattered garments 
stare me in the face ; but now have I discovered 
the cause of my misfortunes, and of the evils whicfi 
have befallen roe—I have loved tobacco, an evil 
plant, — I have loved the juice of the barley-con^, 
Jiavoured by the Iiop ; but above all the. evils which 
I have committed,.

Such in. barefaced assertion merits na answer but 
that of the most sovereign contempt ; or« if it does, I 
would have you tell him that though every Inhabitani 
of the Town is interested in this Bill, there were 
Freeholders and Burgesses enough in that Petition to 
make him and his party tremble* Tell him alsor— - 
that no foomen signed it, no charity boys signed it^ and 
no soldiers signm it. Many were refused, though 
twenty years of age ; and instead of canvassmg ror 
signatures* as others didt crowds pressed forward to 
sign the Petition against this libel on the town : and 
when the parchments, at length» were obliged to be 
taken away, many were disappointed that they had 
not an opportunity of recording their abhorrence of 
so invading and insulting a Bill. 

No man can read his burgess oath and say» that 
any one who has promoted such a bill, has not 
▼iolated that oath ; and he muse certainly have a 
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Strange '^ elastic conscience,'' who can sacrifice this 
oath at the polluted shrine of party spirit/ 

The Corporation are not indebted to our ptesant 
Sovereign for their Charters ; but if they were, how 
have they ibrgot their oaths of Fidelity to hinv?

What does this man mean by County Magistrates 
rf fit party f Are there any fuch ? No. These 
** real Gentlemen** are teal Tories, hostile to every 
principle of Liberty, Civil or Religious, and con- 
sequently Inimical to every Friend o? Freedom, and 
every conscientious Dissenter in Nottingham* 

Such measure^ however^ will only tend to prove 
that Oppression always recoils upon itself: for thejr 
will make you cling closer to the glorious Principles 
you have espoused, and unite you morb firmly against 
that man, who, after aiming this deadly blow at your 
BJghts and Privileges, unbiushingly proposes to re* 
present you ia ParUam^nt.

On a mit at Nottingliam^ to his Friend in London. 



Mv^Dear Friend, 

You know that I -came down to

Mr. Coke txf^tesstd jii» gmtitude to his two 
worl4iy firiends forihe kind t«rni^ in which they bad 
beeh pleased to sp*eak of him» at the same time^assur* 
ing those who had been so mucb in the habit 6i 
atbasing his character ind conduct^ thai their cen*' 
sures gave hitn ilot the slightest pain-^he knew it was 
the common fate of Election Candidates to expe- 
rience such treatmi^t; but,, notwithstanding the 
many attacks made upon him, he did tiot undevstkini. 
that cHiy person €bflirg?d h^'ip.^ith ACtiipg in any in- 
Stfince fron ,!coiTttpt motives. Ko dogbt in the 
course of His long; servicer m Parlian^ent, he might; 
have been sometiioi^s mi^akmi ^butlor s^^^misCakes, 
as no Imputation of cprjcuption ever attached to him» 
he. hoped he might claim some indulgence from his 
Constituents. Altlioug;h he had hbw so long had tha 
hofiOr of being' the rc^preseiitatiVe of Kottiiigh'amy he 
d'^claied th&t wheti tl e last Election waS annulled by 
A Conlitiittee of t^e House of Commons, it was not 
hfe ifttenij6n too'frer himself again, if it liad appeared 
Idl b*<^ tnVi^.ftis then ocnt^rally asserte4, that he had for- 
feited thfe ^otod Opinion of his ol4 constitCierits ; ih 
ord6r/td ascertain this point he requested his friends 
to cahvas's the tbV n, and if any p(^fs6ti attached tO 
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the cause h« supported, should b^ found more pb- 
pular, he would himself corae down and vote for hira.. 
But the report of his friends was too fiatteiiog fox 
him to toro£;oan object for which he entertained suck 
strong ambition; and the reception he met wilh oa, 
his I ale arrival in Notiingham, fully justified. .that ye- 
pjort — a receptipn which he was ready to admit, was. 
not .^n the slightest degree interrupted by the friends 
of Mr. Birch.; apt! he trusted that his friends had 
manifested an ecjuaf degree of liberality towards tljatt 
Gentl^^ian on Friday. He assured the Honourabfe 
Gentleman, that it was' his sincere wish that bdth 
parties should continue so to conduct themselves to- 
wards each 6lher, particularfy during the progress of 
the ElettioD, for otherwise jt wouki be utterly im* 
possible to bring it to a cc^seki^ion : satisfactory to 
either party, as a riot n^jst void the. £leic«ion. For 
election zeal properly . tempered and hept within thei 
bounds of pea^e, he profes^d to entertain the most 
sincere regard, but if it exceeded ihav it would be aS' 
likely to injuiv. the party it wished ;to serve, as that 
to which it was hostile* (thii speech teas Jbiloxoed by

' Mr. FiLLOwSj after a handstiitia panegyric on

', Mr. Meilor called to the recollection of his 
]pr6ther Freemen the arduous and expensive contest; 
which Mr, Butca had submitted t6, in order to 
defend their rights from treacherous atc'ack^ andj 

50 vindicate their characters frpm unprovoke,d slan* 
ler. lie assured the people,' that, Uom his knov^f* 
ledge of the principles of M^. BiRCii, they niigh^ 
rely on his steady attention' tp their interests, should 
he have the honor of being tjie object of their'cboice, 
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and indeed, he felt that it would 'be an injiwtice U^ 
the gratitude and discernitient of his townsmen tt> 
-entertain any dbubt on the subject; he therefore, had 
^3i» hesitation to second the motion. , 

The Rev. Mr. Walkibr concurred Jn the senti- 
ments of the last <;p€akerV and took occasion to re- 
pel some very unjust insiiiiiations which had been 
thrown out against the loyalty of those frii^nds to 
"Civil and ^ehgious Liberty who had thought it their 
duty to support NIr. Bircii at the last Election; and 
he hoped that such insinuations would never have the 
effect of withdrawing any of them from tlie virtuous 
•cause they had hitherto supported* but that, relyiug 
on the rectitude of their views, and steadily perse- 
vering in a peaceable demeanour, they would, by their 
conduct, during the ensuing Election, completely es- 
tablish the falsehood of those hideous pictures which 
prejudice and ignorance had so widely circulated re- 
specting their character. 

Mr. Birch-*— "Gentlemen, as any words in my 
power' to -employ would full , very short of expr&issing 
the gratitude I feel towards the gentlemen who have 
just done roe the honor of proposing me as a.prpper 
person to represent you in Parliament,,! jshall Ij^avc 
it to be proved \\i that way which, I am ccrtaii^ 
would be moHt Agreeable to their feelings, namely, 
iby a faithful discharge of the duties of my station ; 
by endeavouring on every occasion to study your 
sentiments; and to promote your -interests ; should 
I have the good fortune to be placed by your votes in 
that situation which may enable me to do so, with. e^ 
feet. When last I had the honor of addressing you, 
.Gentlemen, I stood not in . the same circumstance^ 
in which I do at present — I had pot then much of 
the advantage of your acquaintance, but the trans- 
actions which have^ since taken place, will be receiv- 
ed, I hope, as some piedgp 6f my inteQtionsf-*-as seme 
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f uarftBtee for my fQt^re cpnd.iich As to the profes- 
fiiops of the lioa., G^ntlei^an who is my .oppooeqt 
oa this occasion, lam uot di^los^d to doubt his 
ijtattMuents-*-! wilj not scrutinise his pretensions^ bi^t 
I have aji-i^ht to complain of soi^e part of his con- 
duct ; The Hon.. Geptleman has thonght proper, in 
an address, published immediately after the last E- 
lectioii, to identify me wit^i |)ersoiis'whom Ke Called 
disjE^flfectcd. I thought this charge wa^ very severe, 
.yet, as 1 knew ic.to^ be unfounded it 'did tiot disturb 
iiie ; but I resolved to avail myself of the fii^t op- 
portunity of publicly speaking to him about it, and 
I therefore now ask him, What grounds had he for 
that insinuation ? or did he mean to aif)ply if to me? 
.1 believe, had he known me bpttpr, he never. Would 
have used such words. With respect to ^hc meaning 
and object of such charges, I should haVe thought 
that the cant about Jacobinism was (]uit6out of date: 
it certainly has had its reign, dnd too much answiered 
the ends of those who had recourse' to it ; perhaps, 
however, it aeswered the piirpose o( Mit. Coke to 
rev'iviB this idle story'-^pcrhaps it is to tl»e fllledged 
-re-appcarance of the B4igbcar of Jacobinisfn tha^t the 
Hon. Gcntleflian owes tfi^ very liberal subscriptions 
which he has lately obtained frpfii c^ain '^fuartere : 
•really, I am surprised that this jargon about Loyalty 
and Jacobinism should still be' kept up and a'tceodcd 
to ; and still more that it should be at ali applied to 
this Election, which i«, in fact, as I- sincerely be- 
lieve, nothing more than a contcili between the rich 
and the poor 5 where the one are struggling, and no- 
fely struggling, to secure th^ right of electing their 
own Representative, and the other are endeavourinf 
to acquire the power of arbitrarily dictating to tbem« 
That the safety df^ the State depe|id$ on the retura 
of J^R. Coke, or that itB overthrow would be ea^ 
dangered by roine-^as the language of some gentle* 
men would imply, is. ralbei: a fi( sufc^ct fpr.laughier 
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than for serious discussion. Really, whatever I may 
think of the abilities of the Honourable Gentleman, I 
cannot persuade myself to consider them of such a na- 
ture as would serve to save the state in a crisis of any 
danger; (<i laugh) and certainly my tajents are not 
such, whatever might be the vicious tendency- of my 
wishes, as would enable me by any means to aftect 
it's secujity ; but 1 would asfc of the Honourable 
Gentleman and his friends, what they know of m« 
which C6uld induce them or any man to suspect me 
of such wislics? Either in public or private life, I 
believe, I have always maintained a character fully 
as irreproachable as that of the Honourable Gentle- 
man. In the course of the speech you have just 
heard, the Honourable Gentleman has talked of his 
principles, and of the cause to \\\\\ch he is attached; 
but he has declined to define what that cause implies. 
— In the address, indeed; to which I have already 
alluded, he spoke of his regard for the Monarchy; — 
but he seemed quite ,to forget the other branches of 
the Consititution. The Honourable Genrleman has 
«aid, that he had this town canvassed since the last 
Electron, before he would consent to offer himself 
again to your consideration: but I would ask of him, 
can he call it a Constitutional mode of canvassinf? 
the opinions of the Freemen, &c. to have noblemfh's 
agents and stewards, sent to ihreatcn tenants wiih 
dismissal, snd tradespeople with transferring their 
business to others if they did not vote for him? — 
These are facts too notorious to be denied, and can 
the Honourable Gentleman, when he exhorts you so 
strongly to respect the laws, (an exhortafion, by the 
by, which I would most heartily second) can he, I 
say, forget that his lordly friends who are so anxious 
to loid it over you, and in tl>eir canvass endeavour 
' to serve hini, are trampling on the privileges of the 
House of Commons. 
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I will not detain you, Gentlemen, by a detail of 
the consequences of any tumultuous proceedings, for 
you must be aware of them, and that it is only by a 
steady adherence to peace and quiet, that you can 
attain your object. If Mu. Coke has a majority 
of fair votes, why let him be returned; I declare it 
to God, that if I thought that HonouraWe Gentle- 
man had a cl^ar majority of votes, I would not use the ' 
smallest trick to prevent bis Election, even though it 
should secure my own. There are many causes why 
you should be particularly guarded in your conduct — 
it behoves you to take care, for believe me, there arc 
j)etsons lying in wait to provoke you to riot; there 
are traps laid for you7 I will not say that ray oppo- 
nent is concerned in such plots, but depend upon it, 
if you give any apology by riotous behaviour, the 
consequences will not be merely that the Election 
vill be void, but your franchises will be taken away; 
it is then most peculiarly your interest to be pea- 
ceable — even if you should receive insults I would 
advise you to forbear: do not seek for retaliation.— »- 
At the same time that 1 give you this counsel, 1 must 
take leave to express a hope that the magistrates and 
constables will demean themselves towards the peo- 
ple with moderation, that if a vvoter should happen to 
squint at a magistrate, h^ should not be immediately 
committed, and that the constables should not be too- 
ready to use their staves. From the expedience 1 have 
myself had as a magistrate of Lancashire, I can ven- 
ture to assert that conciliation- is much better cal- 
culated to preserve peace among the people, than 
any description of violence. I shall not make any 
professions, Gentlemen, but if I should have the 
honour of being returned, of which I am quite con- 
fident, I shall never abuse the trust you repose in me. 
I shall never countenance any calumnies on your 
character, nor shall T ever join in any plan to abridge 
your rights ; I will not now attempt to contrast my 
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polirica! principles "with those of my opponfCTit, nor 
shall I enter into any detail of -the respective attri- 
tnitos t)f Whigs and Tories. 1 shall not further tres- 
jMiss on your time than to repeat a short advice to 
which I particularly beg your attention, " be firm, 
be resolved, but be peaceable/' (This sentiment noi 
received ixilk reiterated peals if ^tpplausej 

Mr, Coke disclaimed any intention of defamtng 
the character of Mr. Biucii. As to the cause m 
which he was engaged, he was unwilling to explain 
his idea of it, lest it should happen to differ with the 
conceptions which softie of liis'friends might have of 
hr and thus produce division. As to the mode oi ' 
canvassing objected to by the Honourable Gentleman 
he conceiN^d that in the abseiico of the Camlidate it 
wa» perfectly constitutional, and in order to prove 
this, he quoted the system of Electron, when persons 
were unwilling to accept the office of Members of 
Parliament, and when they wore paid. It was quite 
fair in his opinion, that landlords should inflfuence 
their tenants, and he would be borry to see the day 
when men of property would not use iuch influence. 
As to tlic allusion made to the subscriptions coljected 
for him, he was ready to own the fact, and that 
without them his fortune would not have been ade- 
quate to prosecute the contest; he however thought 
it fair to ren>ark that he understood that Mr. Birch 
had had a subscnption made for him, but the diilcr- 
ence was, that such subscription was given by certaiii 
persons from funds which were not their own. 

Mr. Birch said that the Honourable Gentleman 
in remarking on the disaffectron of those who sup- 
ported him, conveyed an implied suspition of hi^ 
coincidence in sentiment with such disaffected men. 
As to the principle of subscribing for Election Can- 
didates, he could not be so weak as to condemn it^- 
z 2 
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R» he was himself supported by subscription at Livo- 
pOolf when he stood there as a Candidate; but th& 
case was different when Lbpds sul^scribed, which in 
his judgment was a violation of the Law of Pariia- 
wient. That any subscription was ever made for him, 
he protested to God he was quite ignorant, but per- 
haps the Honourable Gentleman referred to the money 
subscribed by the Corporation, which was for their 
own defence against actions brought at Mr. Coke's 
instance, but whicli were not at all connected with 
the Election. The Honourable Gentleman could not 
deny that Lords Newark, Mipdleton, and^ 
Chesterfield had given subscriptions for his ' 
assistance; 

Mr. Coke declared upon his honour, that he did 
not mean to censure the Honourable Gentleman in 
any thing he had vVritten, or in any words that might 
have escaped him. 

(Here Mr. Birch declared himself s,atisfied.) 

Mr. Co KB resumed, and contended that there 
was no law to prevent the interference of Peers at 
Elections; there was indeed a resolution of the House 
of Commons to forbid it, and it would be a pity to 
srv H man of 20,0001. a yciir not to interfere in the 
cM'ctiou of Commoners. The Honourable Gen* 
tleman took notice of an observation which had been 
used by M R. Fox on the Nottmgham Magistracy, 
bill, which iueant that if the bill sliould pass, a clause 
should be added to prevent Peers fron^ interfering in 
elections; After the same Honourable Gentlemaa , 
had received contributions at the JFesimin^er Elec- 
tion from the Dukes of Bedford and Devon- 
SHI HE, and Earl Thanet, it struck him that 
this declaration was a disgrace to Mr. F0X.7-MR, 
Coke resumed, and professed the highest respect 
for Mr. Fox. 
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Mr. Birch submitted to the judgement of the 
meeting, whether any thing Hke fairness or justice 
could be looked for in the election of Commoners, 
if in defiance of a resolution of the House of Com- 
m6ns, Peers were suft'ered to interfere — that reso- 
lution to which he referred when he mentioned the 
law of Parliament, was precise and positive against it. 

^Ir. Coke cxdaimed, *' oA / that*s nothing!*' 

What, said Mr. BtRCH, is the violation of the . 
resolution of the House of Commons nothing p-^ Mr. 
Birch proceeded to disclaim the receipt of any sub- 
scription from the Corporation of Nottingham, . 

Dr. Crompton trusted the Burgesses of Not* 
ihgham would not suffer the rights of the people of 
England to be wounded tiirough th^ir side. 

Mr. Bentley remarked on the mistakes of which 
the Honourable Candidate, Mr. Parker Coke, had 
been guilty for the last twenty-three years— he had by 
mistake supported the two last wars, which cost Great 
Britain four hundred millions — he had by mistake 
voted for the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act, 
and for the Gagging Bills; and he also by mistake^ 
no -doubt, had so libelled the character of the inha- 
bitants of Nottingham J as materially to endanger 
it's tra<le, for who would be anxious to have any 
dealings with men of such characters as they- wer6 
described by the scribbling' and Parliamentary ad- 
vocates of Ma, Co it Rf ^ 

The Sheriffs then adjourned to a Booth erected

When a contention exists for power not peace; for 
place not patriotism; for the dead repose of dcs- 
potisra in lieu of the lively vigour and rational tran- 
quillity of public freedom: — when there is a struggle 
betwixt venality and virtue ; betwixt profligacy and 
pi-inciple ; betwixt the proud pretensions of Aristo* 
cracy, and the rights and feelings of human nature; 
the only alternative in your choice is Independence 
or Servility ; the approbation of your own hearts, or 
the reproach of your consciences; the firmness of a 
JWflf», or the pusillanimitysOf a Slave, 

The objection to the popular Candidate is not that 
he is less respectable than his opponent; not that he 
is less able or willing to serve you ; not rhat be is less 
loyally attached to bis Sovereign ; or that he is a less 
faithful adherent to the true principles of the Con- 
stitution ; No ! my friends, he is obnoxious to the 
wealthy and powerful, and to the tools they can em- 
ploy in their machinations, on none of those grounds; 
dijs disqualification rests solely on his having been no- 
minated by a ourneyman Stocking-maker, and that 
nomination seconded by a Woolconiber. — This dan- 
gerous activity, on the part of the labouring class of 
the community, is a frightful omen to those who 
would usurp their Rights; or plunder them of their 
privileges : is it this alarm that gives new spirit to 
their S)vcar6rs, and new spleen to their advocates? — 
Is a this which has conjoined the crimes of '94 with 
the retaliating excesses of the last Election, as aa 
equal reason for robbing you pf your chartered rights, 
and taking you from the jurisdiction of your own 
Magistrates, and placing you more immediately 
under those appointed by the crown ? Is it this 
which magnifies your errors, and palliates the enor« 
. mities which may be practised against you ?

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Disarm tbea the serpent pf bis sting; it is only 
your own conduct, which can rendej: his wiles dan- 
gerous; be peaceable, as well as firm ; leave violence 
to those whose cause demands it ; it will be adopted 
by such only as are destitute of principle, or too 
ignorant to understand its efficacy ; that it operates 
by slow degrees, and can only gather strength by 
time. 

If you persevere in this conduct, it will give a new^ 
zest to victory ; what is best earned, is best enjoyed. 
Electioneering Warfaj'e should be simply the oppo- 
sition of opinions, the bitter animosity of party spirit 
is owing to the frailty of human nature, and not to 
the dictates of human wisdom ; to this frailty we are 
inherently liable, and it is not in the power of an Act 
of Parliament to remove it ; nor of County Magis- 
trates to correct it : the only method of counteracting 
its efTects is to deprive it of its scope; it is impossible 
for the hand of power to unite peace with Freeiom at 
Elections, while one man is always permitted to know 
how another shall vote; it is the secrecy of ballot on 
these occasions, as evidently necessary as it is easily 
practicable, that would render turbulence nugatory ; 
and influence impossible : Influence?

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A LETTER 

From Tim Strxp£> of Nottwghamy to bis Brother 
Bob, at Derbi/, 



Saturday Eveningj June 4th, 1805. 
DcAR Bob, 

We have had here a week of basy dar«, 
and yet no work done, except constitutional work, 
which will make Old England last the longer. AM 
the days are marked with something particular; but 
as this is our good King's Birth-day, and his faithful 
servat^t I>. P. Coke's Day besides, I sit down to give 
you some account of it:-^ . 

The morning being ushered in, as usual, by the 
ringing of bells at those edifices where Principles' of 
sound Religion and Loyalty are inculcated^ one of 
the Parties here heard the merry peals with a liveiyj 
pleasure: too many of the other Party heard them 
with disgust, and looked, .as a certain Friend of theirs, 
is said to ** look over Lincoln." , 

In the market-place, a large Booth having been 
previously erected, John Boll assembled together 
a vast number of his legitimare and iilegiiimate fa-' 
mily; and had provisions prepared for them accord- 
ing Iff their respective palates. On the western side 
were placed some of the Gnardians of the former : 
on the eastern side several pei'sons who tendered their 
services in favour of his bastard children. For the* 
former he provided plenty of wholesome constitu- 
tional food, — an honest Clarke^ or Chaplain, to say 
grace, and a good Cook^ to make the excellent things 
provided nourishing and agreeable. His bastard 
chaps, on the other side, had no chaplain; and, 
being a graceless set, they wanted none. — For their 
entertainment were provided French Scarlet Bes^ns, 
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and Cold-ham^ pickled and cured thro' and thro', 
entirely in the French-fashion. But, as it was the 
King's BiaTii-DAY, these wayward, cross-orained 
blades resc/lved to observe it as a day of fas ing and 
nwrtijication; they therefore hung down their heads, 
and bcenied in sorrow, — not for their sins, though 
those were nian^y; — but because their legitimate 
brothers were happy, and were determined (as they 
had STjBSTANTiAL rcasous) to observe the anni- 
versary of their beloved Sovereign's Birth-Day, as a 
day of rejoicing. 

Yet was there another cause for the abstinence and 
gloom of the base-born brothers: They had all, to 
a man, got the Jaundice, and looked very Yellow, — 
And, 

" As all seeras Yellovr to the jaundiced eye," 

the}' could not see tiie many good things set before 
theiii by their old father, which had, at great cost 
and trouble, been purchased for them by their ances- 
tors; so tliey sat siilky, and would neither eat nor 
drink. -^ Being thus woefully out oj order, or as the 
common people say, ill-dispoxef}^ a Physician, late of 
your town, (of Dcrbi/) uho has nofhinv cist to do,- 
except prescribing for such patients, was constantly 
with ihem^ but, instead of doing them good, he made* 
them worse: and no wonkier, for he is afiiected very 
deeply with the same purblinding disorder, and over- 
flowing of the Gall, He discovers, moreover, strong 
symptoms of beiag in a state that n)ioht induce him, 
instead of proper Physic, to administer. to ti^em doses 
of Poison. 

John's legitimate sons had numerous costly and 
beautiful Fiag>, — Flags, as the Poet truly says, 

" Of Heaven's own hue : '* 
and, attended by th»se, floating in the air, the hearty ^ 
lad^, aye, and wenches too, sung in full chorus, to a 
poble band of Music, ** God save the King," *• Rule 
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BritanniV' " Britons, strike home," and such like 
fine loyal songs, as will live for evl»r. 

JoHN*s bastards had also Fiagjs, — numerous flaggy 
and of various colours : so numerous, and of colours 
so various, that aio comparison can well suit them, 
unless we compare them to the numerous and mot- 
ley French Revolutions. Hearing that Music is ?aid 
to be a cure for the bite of a Tarantula, they thought 
th4t it's power 

** Might clear their jaundiced Sight, 
" And staunch their flowing GaU," 
they therefore had Music ; but having hereto*- 
fore only practised such airs as " Ca Ira, " the 
^^ Marseilles hymn," '^Millions, be free," &c. 
strange discord arose oh their attempting, for the first 
time, sundry loyal songs ; and, as they ^vung out of 
the wrong side of tWir mouths, and with their heads 
down, as poor men >ing when they are going to a 
certain place up Cow Lane, it was, as a wise maa 
says, ^* AtuHc m fnouttmg '/' or, as Shakespeare 
has it, « Me . the grinding rf a bran Candlatick ! ' • 
The xoards also having more of FrenvJi matter tbaa 
English in them, John's true-born sons, who were 
disponed to be jovial in their own County's way, 
paid no atteolion to feliem. 

John's dowsi*-caftt bantlings, you know, were not 
hf Ills chaste and lovely wife Liberty, but by a 
wanton French strumpet named Xtcf A^tou«t«M.-*Yet, 
notwithstanding this, he had some regard for them, 
and heartily wished to see them restored to a sound 
state, and to good manners ; but, at length, despair* 
ing of such a happy change, and, as certain folks 
of consequence, who used to take their parts when 
they did naughty tricks, are now kept constantly 
kandcufed a^ muxxltd^ and could not, as formerly, 
shield them from correction, John, as a just punish- 
snent for all their rogueries, sent them a Birch !

It is with serious concern, that I have for some 
time past observed, — that a considerabfc part of 
those, whose life and conversation do the greatest 
credit to the religion- they profess, have, from & 
partial view of. the scriptural authority, faHen.into 
a supineness and indifference about their political 
Rights, little .short of that passive obedience, and 
pon-resistajice, which is the favorite doctrine of 
their, and lieligmi's, worst enenjres. 

I would recommend to them the reflection, — that 
Christianity was neither established at first, nor in af- 
ter limes cleared from its corruptions, by men who 
tamely resigned the Riglits of a Citizen because they 
had adopted the profession of a Chiistian. 

I would ask them if, wheri St. Paul, in his many 
conflicts with his Heathen aiid Jewish adversaries, 
ffirmly maintained his Rii;hts as a Roman Citizen, he, 
in any degree^, derogated from the Christian cha- 
racter? or, if the great Reformers, who, to an ««-- 
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Toearied zeal for thdr grand object, joined a sfeady 
maintenance of [heir political privileges, are to b« 

condemned for not yielding them to the pelty De*jpots 
who would have wrested them from their hands ? 

In what, let me ask theHi,does the spirit which ^ed 
the Sanhedrim to condemn Jesus, and DEMETRirs 
and his Craftsmen to conspire the destruction of St, 
Paul, differ from that which has manifested (^ancl is 
now manifesting) itself in persecuting you ? 

The Primiiive Christians were often disturbed in ' 
their worship; and the Magistrate, in'^tead of punish- 
ing, or evsen reproving <heir persecutors, added oH^cial 
insuU and injury to the ajEtcjrpssioii. Their political 
. Rights were violated; and, wiihout a violent struggle 

they had no hope of redress.- They had no means, 

as you have, of declaring their disapprobation of. 
such a -partial Administration of Justice, by a public 
exercise of the Rights of a Citizen. — ^-St. P.4Ul; 
as a Roman Citizen, had those means; and you know. 
how he availed himself of them. He knew the 7mld 
fiatvre of that amyhibiovs animal, — a ' Priest- Magis*^ 
trate^ — and did not solicit Persecution by Submis' 
sion, but .claimed and exercised his Rights. - 

If you do not then wish your Meetings to be dis- 
turbed, and your Ministers treated as vagrants, and 
your only Security against Hl-usaf>e and Insult reduc- 
ed to a private chamber and a secret hour, •' quit - 
yourselves like men : be strong." Think not that, 
your enemies are to be appeased by tanicness and siib'^ 
mission. — ^Their Oppressions will multiply with the in- 
crease of }our habits of yielding to them; and no 
sacrifices your consciences can approve will satii>fy 
their lust of Power, hatred of Reformation, and a- 
l>oiTiination of all Change, but the Change of one 
p*refefment for a better. But their temper and cha- 
racter you are no strangers toi" 
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Nor after ihc <ii*graceful disturbances at TraacF^ 
and the still more disgraceful decision upon it at 
Kutling/tam^ can you hesitate a moment in admitting 
— that the Law, in some hands, where it is placed, 
is not '* a terror to evil-doers, or a praise- and encou- 
ragement to thoke that do well. " 

Doubtless, the attempt to new-model the Licences 
granted to your Preachers, by the present notice 
given in Parliament by Mr. Cartwriobt, ought 
to be considered as an important attack on, and re* 
strictioo of, your Liberties, which you ought to use 
every proper and constitutional means to repel ; and 
particularly at this time, by choosing such a Eepie- 
sentative as' will support your cause. 

You have many of you, doubtless, seen a balHid 
of the year 1791* encouraging a lawless mob in their 
In-utal pastime of ducking the decrepid and defence- 
less ; and you perhaps know — that one ot the bene- 
iits you derive from the exertions of Mr. Coke and 
his firie&ds is, placing the (Rev.) author on the bench 
of Justices.

ence about your civil and religious liberty ! You re- 
quire Illuminism; and lo! a second Socinus has 
arisen from the embers of Infidelity to ** shew you a 
more excellent way!"

TUTION, in shewing ^(w^i% to the FREEDOM of 
ELECTION, which is the lital part of it. Those 
who UVe their Country will not think this Victory 
the less glorious because u did not happen upon the 
Fourteenth of July!!! You have brought 
back the Constitution to its ancient purity — you have 
ktruggled for the FREEDOM of ELECTION, 
which is j/owr Birth-right; and when you had secur- 
ed it, you sent for the person 43B whom you -meant

The Election is now over, and the language of 
recrinaination and invective, common during a con- 
test, ought to cease with it. Political controversy 
may disturb for the moment, but certainly it ought 
not to break the peace and harmony of a neighbour- 
hood. Mr. Birch, in Ids farewell address, has 
iicted on this principle ; a paper, however* appeared 
last night, of a very different cast; the English lan- 
guage does not afford words to describe the mind 
which could indite a libel containing insinuations so 
folse^ or invectives so malevolent : and this paper 
bears the signature of the once moderate^ yprighft 
and respectable Dai^iex Parker Coic£. 

In this production, although Mr. Cokb does not 
dare to speak out with the open integrity of an honest 
tnan^ he has insinuated the grossest calumnies : Mr. 
Coke knows that the excesses which took place in 
July last were as much disapproved by Mil. Birch 
and his friends as the far more violent excesses of 
the year 1790 were by himself; and he cannot have < 
forgotten that those acts of violence were committed 
by his party. Mr. Coke knows that Mr. Birch 
and his adherents, — that the Mayor and Aldermen, 
vfhora he so liberally traduces, exerted themselves 
much more to suppress those disorders than heor \n^ 
partisans did to stop the ducking and burning system 
of his friends in the year 1795.

Certainly nothing 
more than this — that the tenant should be free to vote 
AS his Jandlord ordered him ; that the servant and 
the workman should be at liberty to obey tht com- 
mands of his master or employer, in the exercise of 
his Franchise ; and that the whole should be dfrected 

TO THE ELECTlblT OF HIMSELF ! FoTy tO op- 
pose him is at once to oppose Freedom and LoyaHy ; to 
oppose Aim is to attempt to undermine theConsthuHoB, 
and destroy the Religion, tbe Laws, and thre Rl'^nardiy 
of our Country ; — and, on the contrary, to support 
him is the only way "to bring back the Constitution 
« to its ancient purity ! " Thh> new doctrine of Mr. 
Coke's, as to tbe Fueedom af Election, is not more 
at variance With the spiiit <^the British Coiistihition 
than it is with every principle of justice and eqtiity. 
The compact between landlord and toiiaiit implies 
on the one hand the use of his estate ; on the e- 
ther an equivalent i«nt. — The obligation is mt^uUl. 
Such also is the obligation between master and ser- 
vant : when the labour is accomplished, and the la- 
bourer is paid, the compact is cdnchided. If, m 
either case, a man's franchise is disponed off he Is 
not the tenant, or servant, but the slttce, — And it is 
referred to every tenant, mid every working mim 
to determine, to what purpose it is that the Constitu- 
tion of this country renders him free, if he cannot 
exercise that right as he judges proper ? It wei^ bet- 
ter at once to deprive such persons of their fran- 
chises, than to tantalize them with a privilege only 
imaginary \ one which they can never use, and ne« 
¥er enjoy. 
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But it is insinuated (for Mr. Coke's production 
contains insinuations only,) that, to preserve this in- 
alienable right is, to •* set the servant above the mas- 
*' ter, the tenant ^bove the lancUojrd, and the sub- 
••ject above the prince!" Of the justice of tbis^ 
i^uinuaiion let the people judge. 

With whom Mr. Coke means to combine himself 
M'hcn he says *' we have fought together in troubled 
waters for more than 20 years, " it is hard to say^ 
He has obtained his Elections at Nottingham with 
little trouble, and less expense. I can conceive no 
union, except with those honorable men whg so legaU 
ly exerted themselves to destroy their neighbours in 
the RivexXeen ! The waters of that river v:er^ 
indeed troMed ; and a most respectable warfaie was 
there carried on, J'or the prservationof law, social or- 
der, and the Rig/its of humanity ! 

Me. Coke l.aj the tjoldness to assert that be and 
his friends have conducted their Election openly, 
Jttirly, and koHOdmhly : To turn a poor man, then, 
into the street, and starve his family, because he

. Is there nothing inconsistent with honour and o* 
penness to insinuate charges against others which he 
dare not directly bring* and an iota of which he can- 
not prove ? Permit me to address myself to Mr. 
Coke — How do you know, Sir,_that Mr. Birch 
and his friends have been contending for '^ concealed 
*' objects ? " If these objects be known to you, they 
are not concealed ones ; if they be not known to 
you, where is the honour^ the openness , andthejfflir— 
ness you boaft of? Do you know that your oppo- 
nents have been attempting to undermine the Con- 
stitution, the Laws, and the Monarchy of the coun- 
try ? If you do, why do you not drag the traitors 
to their merited punishment ? You connive at trea*

Chairing of Mr. Coke. 

The Election, which had sa long engaged the 
public attention, to the event of which the wholi^ 
kingdom has looked with considerable anxiety, was 
terminated on Tuesday morning, (June 7th) by Mr. 
Birch's declaring, in a note to the Sheriff, that he 
^ould decline giving them any further trouble. — The 
numbers on the final close uf the poll were a^ under:

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Who was> of course, declared by the Sheriffs d^ly

Though the public mind was prepared for the event 
at the conclusion of Monday's poll, it was never- 
theless received with the utmost extasy, the bells of 
the different churches announcing it to the people by 
many a merry peal. The joy expressed on this 
occasion by the Loyal Electors and inhabitants of 
Nottingham is not to be described, and the decision 
was felt with aU the importance attached to it. The 
Electors have proved to the world, that when pro- 
tected by a proper exertion of the Civil power^ the 
town of Nottingham is not destitute of those prin- 
^ciples which are the grand bulwark of the British 
Constitution; their victory is the more complete, in- 
as much as it affords them a reasonable hope of a 
• better regulated police — an object of the first mo- 
ment in this populous town, 

NotwitKstanding the zeal ^^th ^hich the contest 
bas been prosecuted, not the Itast disturbance has 
taken place; a circumstance that fully evinces the 
wisdom of the legislature in providing the best means 
for securing the peace of the town, by the appoint- 
ment of an additional magistracy; to whose active 
exertions, as well as those of the newly-appointed 
peace- officers, we are in a great measure indebted for 
the preservation of the public peace. 

The ceremony of chairing the successful Candidate 
took place on Wednesday ; it was splendid in the ex- 
treme. — At twelve o'clock Mr. Cokb was placed in 
a chair, covered with blue silk, richly and elegantly 
ornamented with silver fringe and tassels, and on the 
top of it was placed a beautiful crown and cushion qf 
crimson velvet and gold, constructed under the di- 
rection of several of Mr. Coke's fair friends. The 
order of the procession from the Black's Head Inn 
was as foUpws : twenty blue fl^gs — ^gentlemen six and 
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sfei, wearing blue favors, surmouivted by sprigs of 
laurel— a full band of music— the young gentlemen, 
of Mr. Blan chard's school (eighty ii) number) 

wearing the favors and sprigs of laurel THE 

CHAIR, followed by gentlemen six a breast — tlie 
rear closed with a number of blue flags. In this 
order Mr. Coke was carried round rtie market- 
place, amidst the shouts and acclamations of about 
20,000. people. The windows, with very few excep- 
tions,^ were crowded wilh ladies, who incessantly' 
waved blue and white handkerchiefs, as tokens of ap- 
probation ; the whole displaying a scene of youth, 
beauty, and elegance, that inspired the most en- 
chanting ideas. The whole procession was conduct- 
ed with the greatest regularity, and was calculated to 
impress upon the public mind a veneration for the 
Laws and Constitution of their country. 

At three o'clock Mr. Coke dined at Tburland- 

Hall wiih upwards of two hundred gentlemen. 

After dinner the foliowing toasts were given wiib 
three times three cheers: — 

The King — Queen and Royal family — Town and 
tfade of Nottingham — the Freedom of Election, and 
the independent Electors of Nottingham — the Army 
and Navy — the Gentlemen who formed the Com- 
mittee for managing the Election at Nottingham i 
with thanks to them for their services — the Magis- 
tsatesy and thanks to them for preserving the peace 
of the town during the Election^ — the Junior Council 
of Nottingham — the Corporation of Leicester, and 
all loyal constituted Authorities — the Members o£ 
tbe County of Nottingham— Mr. Coke — Sir J, B.. 
Warren, Bart. — the (jentlenien who undertook the 
management of the Districts during the Election, and 
thanks to them for their services— Mr. Simpson of 
Derby, with thanks to him for his persevering and 
eminent services to the, cause — Mr. Hopkinson, with 
Ibanks to him for his services) in the cause in which b^ 
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has been indefatigable— Mr. Fo;fcroft, with thanks 
to him for his services — the loyal Ladies of I^ot- 
tingham, and may the events of this day prove a. 
mortal stab to Jacobini&m — the Duke of Portland,. 
Lord Lieutenant of the County— the Duke of New- 
castle — the Earl of Chesterfield — Lprd Viscpunt Nwv- 
ark — Lord M idd leton — Lord Carri qgton — M ar<|ui« 
of Tichfield — Mr. Hawkins Hj*owne, and Mr. Bond. 

The afternoon wai spent with the greatest good 
humour and convimlity, and enlivened by several 
good songs and glees. 

There is one circumstance which ought not to 
escape notice: after the chairing was over, a large 
<!ircle»was formed in the market-jplace, in which all 
the flags were regularly disposed, with the band in 
the centre. In this manner the spectators were en-f 
tertained for a considerable time with loyal airs; and 
the scene closed with ' God save the King/ sung in 
an excellent a«d manly style by Mr. Alderman 
Snowden of Derby, and Mr. Page, one of the vicars 
choral of St. Paul's cathedral.

NottinghanK 

GfiXTLEMENy 

Having already expressed xny grate fitl 
sense of your kindness during the late contest, I 
should not so soon again have obtruded myself on 
your notice, bad my Opponent been satisfied, without 
insulting your feelings and mine, to enjoy kis triumph 
with common moderation*. 

After the full and explicit avowal of those princi- 
ples upon which I offered myself to your choice, I 
little expected at this time to be called upon by any 
malicious insinuations to adduce proofs of the sin- 
cerity of my attacbment to ottr invaluable Constitu- 
tion, and of my abhorrence of those scenes which 
might lead to its destniction. The former election, 
my Opponent well knows, was carried on for five 
days before I arrived amongst you — and those disor- 
decs, so much to be deplored, he also knows, and 
ougfet to have had the candotir to acknowledge, were 
not only tiot jusCifiei, but were deprecated by me in 
the most severe and pointed terms ; for believe me, 
I iiold in equal detestation, ** the coercive and oppres- 
" sive band of power," whether exercised by a law- 
less mob, or by an arbitrary master or landlord. 

Of his motives for preferring *• the comforts of f, 
" regular Government to the miseries which flow 
** from principles of anarchy and confusion," I en« 
tertain no doubt ; and why cannot he suppose that 
inducements, equally powerful, considering my st^te 
both in point of fortune, and in the family I have to 
protect, must operate on my mind to " support the

BETWEEN 

MR. THUMB, 

A BOSIEB OF NOTTINGHAM, 

AND 

MR. CANDOUR, 

A COUNTRY GENTjuLMAlf, 
both in the .intarett 9f 

Mr. Thtmh. O your most obedieTit, Mr. Candouc, 
1 hope I have the pleasure of seeing you well — I am 
glad of the opportunity of enjoying a little of your 
company, as 1 think, to theinsst of my recollection, 
I have not seen you. for some Ungth of time. 

Mr. Candour. 1 am very well, thank you Mr.Thirmb 
and indeed, as you knovi^ I live in the country, and 
am partial to a rural life, it is not ^'ten that I visit 
Nottingham, however I hope I see you well, and shad 
be extremely glad to spend a little time in your good 
compauy ; what shall you like to take ? 

Mr. Thumb. To take ! why, a bottle of port, if it 
' be agreeable ; I think it will suit me best, for I feel 
rather phlegmatic, and want my spirits raising alitfle, 
for we Gentlemen who live in the Town are so in- 
sulted and chagrined by a herd of disaffected and 
disloyal Jacobins, as you who live in the country have 
no conception of. I assure you. Sir, that I am fre- 
quently so much out of humour in the day that I can 
ftcapcely get any sleep ia the night* 
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Mr, Candour. Perhaps, Mr. Thumb, you indulge 
yourself too immoderately in party frays; you know 
there is a medium in all things; I think a man i-nay 
feel himself strongly attached to a cause, and labour 
to support the interest of his friend, without embroil- 
ing himself in those quarrels which only tend to make 
his own life miserable; and whoever does this robs 
himself of that peace of mind which it is bis interest, 
in common with others, to enjoy.

; Mr, Candour, Well, IMr. TliiSmb, I can't at present 
see intd tlte propriety of your conduct in this respect, 
even upon the ground of expedience ; for yoii know 
tbat suQJi a oiode of comluc^t as thib perverts the very 
design of Elections, and strips the qountry of every 
vestige ,«f British Freedom, for what advantage is it 
for. a naan tabe^ade frecjof this or any other Corpo- 
ration, if, he be, .only ia i«5e that freedom aqcordiiig 
tp the caprice oi:,(Jictatorial, authority of his e«iplqy- 
cr?

'SecdmMp^ You 
labour to convince me of ^he prorpric^ty of'^dbpting 
a mod* of conduct diaTOctrically oppbsite to yotir 
own acknowledged setitilhents ! and then, tkirdfy'^ 
That your argument may appear to assume an air of 
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consistency, you tell ine it is but right that you should 

id.o.so by. way of reialiatmi. Let me tell you, my 

friend, I don't like the doctrine of retaliatum : it i» 
at best but a bad auxiliary, and ill.adiipted tai 

support a good cause. We certainly heard in the 

country of the riotous proceedings of^he last Electi- 
on, and from the accounts we received jfrowi our own- 
farty, we concluded that many lives must have been 
lost, houses demolished, and every friend of Religi- 
^on and Social Order have been in danger of assassi- 
nation ; but when we came to hear the particulars, 
we were happy to find that no such outrages had been 
committed, and that only a few meA m the interest 
of Mr. Coke had had their coats torn, yrhich cer- 
tainly was but a trifle when compared with what I 
saw myself seven years ago, when Dr. Gromptok, 
of Derby ^ was proposed a Candidate to oppose Mr. 
Coii;£. I was at that time a resident in Nottingham, 
and well remember that the windows of the Black's 
Head and White Lion were broken to pieces, and the 
parties, which were at that time about equal in number .

Do you not think they Were ca- 
pital ? 

Mr, Candour, If you will promise to keep your 
temper, and hear me with paj^i^nde, I will teJl you * 
what I think of that business ; but, as I shall soon 
want to be going, I will endeavofar to give you my 
xhowghXs multum in paroo^ and ae I was not in the 
town, nor immediately concernted in the Election, . 
consequenily my mind was unbiassed, and therefore 
I conceive myself more competent to judge of its 
merits, and more particularly as I, through the me- 
dmm of correct informatioti, -marked the 'incidents 
as they passed, and took particular care to be accu- 
rate in the process.

— that Mr. Birch's servant gave out revolutionary 
songs — and that the French tri-coloured flag was borne 
before the successful candidate ! *' And was it not the 
height of wickedness (unprecedented in the annals 
of Eleclions). to represent the worthy R Jay or ai»d 
Sherilf as negligent in their duty ?-^\vere they not 
active'as Magistrates could be ?— were not the sol- 
diers held in readiness, and called in at the shortest 
notice whenever their interference was deemed in the 
least necessary ? — and did not the Mayor preserve 
the strictest neutrality, a conduct so becoming his 
official character, that many of Mr. Birch's friends 
thought he was most friendly to the opposite interest, 

J/r. Thumb, Well, Sir, I acknowledge what you 
say to be very true, yet I am under the necessity of 
differing from you because I conceive it consistent 
ivith the soundest policy to oppose Jacobinism by e- 
very means in our power, for what is to become of 
the nation if Trench principles arc thus to be disse-

Mr, Thumb. Wh}', Sir, it is possible to put that 
construction upon it; however, I shall be glad to 
change our conversation, if you please, for I think 
we have hit upon rather a disagreeable tppic. You 
are undoubtedly acquainted with the PAPER WAR 
that is carried on between the two parties, and which 
is to be published in a neat Volume by the Turner* 
ift Hovfidsgate, and, as you are a man of letters, I 
shall be glad to hear your opinion of the several 
pieces which have been published on both sides, and 
here, I hope, our judgments will, be more happily 
united — for my part, I think we have cut our adver* 
saries up to ribbons in this respect ! but, what think 
you ? 

Mr. Candoi^. I am sorry to say, Sir, that I am a- 
fraid we shall dili'cr in opinion upon thi» topic also, 
however, I can assure you that I don't diMi^r with you 
for the sake of differing ; yet it appears to me that you 
are too strongly prepossessed in favor of our own par- 
ty, which prevents you from passing an impartial judg- 
ment on the writings of our opponents; now I think 
it is right that "we should lay aside our prejudices, and 
be willing to acknowledge merit wherever it is found 
whether in friend or foe. 

Mr. Thumb. Merit ! do you think there can be any 
.real merit in the writings of the Jacobins! have L.ot 
all their writings a tendency to effect a revolution, to 
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i^stiirb peaceful and quiet citizens, and to spread a- 
narcby and excite rebellion through alhtbe country? 
' do not their writings tend to establish a system of le- 
-velliog, and of putting tbe rich and poor on an equal 
in the scale of beings ? and what merit can possibly bo 
artached to writings of this description I leave yoiv 
and every gentleman who is possessed of honour, vir- 
tue, and religion, to determine. 

Mr. Candour. Sir, permit me to tell you, that tli^ 
warmth of your temper carries you beyond yourself, 
and %vhil€ you indulge your humour in such severe 
ftnimad versions on the writings of the friends of Mr. 
Birch, you certainly give tlie strongest proof that 
j^6u are not guided either by honour, virtue, or reli- 
gion : I think I have read most of the papers whicli 
have been put out by his friends since the-commence- 
ment of. the present contest, and I confess that 
I have not discovered any thing which in the least 
tends toexcite rebellion, disturb the happiness of good 
citizens, or to eficci a revolution. But, on the contra- 
ry, their writings appear to^me to be perfectly con? 
'^titutional; written in language strong and neryous ; 
and replete with sound argument: their compositions, 
whether in verse or prose, are generally good ; their 
writers are men in which are united both the Patriot 
and the Scholar, therefore capable of doing justice to 
ttie subjects they write upon; and to me it appears c- 
yident that they have established those truths which it 
will never be in the power of our party to overturn. 
These are some of the qualities which they appear to 
possess, and which^ I am sorry "to say, (though Can- 
dour obliges me to acknowledge it) the writings of our 
friends are greatly deficient oL

ver could talk after this rate ; but do you think those 
who write on Mr. Coke's side are entirely without 
ability, and what is still worse, without truth?

Then, Sir, do you mean to say that 
those who espouse the cause ot Mr. Birch, and write 
to support his interest, are ail men of talent and inte- 
grity ; while on the other hand, those who support Mr.^

Huch pTejudlce having been artfully excited against our late 

worthy Member D. P. COKE, Esq. for haviug maintauied 

that " A Member of Parliament is not bound, on all ques- 

<♦ tions of great national Policy, implicitly to obeif the in- 

'^ structions of his Constituents," I he following Extract 

from the celebrated Speech of the late Edmund 

BuuKE to the Electors of Bristol, in the Year 

1774, on this great constitutional question is ' 

»ubmitted to the candid perusal of the Elec^ 

tors of NOTTINGHAM. 



Certainly, gentlemen, it ought to be the happi- 
and glory of a Representative to live in the strictest 
union, the closest correspondence, and the most un- 
reserved conmuinication with his constituents. Their 
wishes ought to have great weight with him^ their o- 
pinion, high respect; their business, unremitted at- 
tention. It is his duty to sacrifice his repose, his 
pleasure, his satisfaction, to theirs ; and, above all, 
ever, and in all cases, to prefer their interest to his 
ov\n. But, his unbiassed opinion, bis mature judg- 
ment, his enlightened conscience, he ought not to 
sacriifice to you, to any man, or to any set of men. 
These he does not deiive from your pleasure ; no, nor 
from the law and the constitution. They are a trust 
from Providet^ce, lor the abuse of which he is deeply 
answerable. Your Representative owes you, not his 
industry only, but his judgment; and he betrays, in- 
stead ot serving you, if he sacrifices it to your opinion. 

My worthy colleague says, his will ought to be sub- 
servient to yours. If that be all, the thing is innocent. 
If government where a matter of will upon any side, 
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yours, without question, ought to be superior. But 
government and legislation are matters of reason and 
judgment, and not of inclination ; and what sort of 
reason is that in which the determination precedes tho 
discussion ; in which one set of men deliberate and 
another decide ; and where those who form the con- 
clusion are perhaps three hundred miles distant from . 
those who hear the arguments ? 

To deliver an opinion is the right of all men ; that 
of Constituents is a weighty and respectable opinion, 
which a Representative ought always to rejoice to 
hear, and which he ought always most seriously to 
consider. . But authoritaike instructions ; mandates 
issued, which the Member is bound blindly and im- 
plicitly to obey, to vote, and to argue for, though 
contrary to the clearest conviction of his judgment 
and conscience ; these are things utterly unknown to 
the laws of this land, and which arise from a funda- 
mental mistake of the whole order and tenour of our 
constitution. 

Parliament is not a cwgress of ambassadors from 
different and hostile interests ; which interests each 
must maintain, as an agent and advocate, against o- 
ther agents and advocates ; but Parliament is a deiibe^ 
ra/e assembly of one nation, with one interest, that of 
the whole; where not local purposes, not local preju- 
dices ought to guide^ but the general good, resulting from 
the general reason of the whole. You choose a Member 
indeed ; but when you have chosen him, he is not a 
member of Bristol, but he is a member of Farlia- 
fnent. If the local constituent should have an inte- 
rest, or should form an hasty opinion, evidently op- 
posite to the real good of the rest of the community, 
the member for that place ought to be as far, as any 
other, from any endeavour to get it effect.

A friend of miije, to 
whom I give ray sincere thanks, \vas one of your 
congregation f and denied tiie charge : you persisted 
in it, and very unlike a disciple of yotir divine mas- 
ter, laid a wager, and staked your money in the 
street upon the truth of your assertion.— On this be- 
ing imparted to me, I sent a person to you on Satur- 
day night with my solemn assurance that you were 
misinformed : you again persisted, adding that you 
could bring forward two men of credit who would 
make oath of it. To profess the least respect for a 
character like y6urs, speaking of it personally, would 
be an hypocrisy which I despise ; but I can truly, say 
that no man reveres the clerical character more than 
myself, when it is accompanied by a practice of 
those virtues and precepts which it is his peculiar of- 
fice to inculcate. — My respect for that character in- 
duced me once again to send to you, which I did on 
Monday Morning, reiterating my former assurance 
that no such act had been done by me, and that you 
had unwarrantably accused me upon misio&rnlatibn :

,^rOW when the people were in expectation 
X^ that they should be visited at their own 
houses by these two men, Daniel sent unto his friends' 
siyVrtg, it is not safe for me to come' among you, *for 
ye remember how I was treated by the men of Not-- 
lingham when I was with you before ; they despised 
rayipersort; they rejected my oilers; neither did I 
escape ckan out of the Town. 

. 5.- TheRefoFe, I pray you, assemble, my frie[nds to- 
gether,, ftad.let JoAn, the. Captain of the Host, gq 
before themj Jbr he Ua man of vialoMr ^ his example 
lyiil :fire. them with zeal, and his courage will inspire^ 
tJiem with boldness. 

' 3.* And if our enemies should overpf>wer you, or 
even make you afraid, by reason of their number, his* 
wisdqm will dictate a retreat ^ and secure you from .all 
danger in his owtintrencHment sii the Lioif; where, 
you may bid defiance, to both stick and stone, whiclv 
can i^ever penetrate a. bed qffeatfiers. But these fears 
of t)aniel were without foundation, as the friends ot 
Joseph are men of peate, and will not throw the firsi 
s^one. 

4i\ Now Joseph "^ as of a more manly spirit j jind 
acc*ompanied the men of Nottinjghanfi throughout -thW 
'i'owft, and' was <?otidueted ih peace, a!nd receivt^ 
with joy; neither' rfid' any •m^le^^t bim,' sifcVe th^at^a? 
puppy barked at him from a window ; howbeit, this 
was not the only puppy that dwelt in that house. 

5. Then when the Canvass was ended, and the 
Danites saw that their attempts were fruitless, they 
consulted together i aad they said one among another 
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what/shall we do, tqhrmg the nu)nf;»f Nottingkani 
into mlyjection^ for their fee arts, are set upon Joseph 
neither can we turn them by lawful means. - 

. 6. Then answered one among them and said, are 
we not rt'c/i, and have wenot/^ozcer to bumble these 
dregs of mankind, who .^^urA: in our nostrils? Let 
|is discharge them from their. Farms, their, Houses, 
an4 their Frames-; le.t us threaten them . wih Poverty, 
let us rule over them witbaij iron arm — and they did 
^o : and the practipe, is called Thujubing unto this 
^»X-.-j ■'. ,....= .....•• ' '■ 

7. Then stood up in their assembly a certain Go- 
thamite, a limb of mischief^ and he. cried, hearken 
unto me ye a*i«e men, and listen to my speech ye io\* 
lowers of. Dan, for J have brought tidings, thax will 
revi\^ your hea^nts,' and put fresh spirits withiayou. 1 

8. I have heard that the Duke of N- — . h^$ 

laid hi^ thurfib upon S— r-^soN, and has. caused him 
to discharge Joseph from bis house; and that Ijord 

j^ . — l,as told those who dwell in his houses at 

S — n, a village as thou ^oest. by the way to 

Colivicky that unless they give their voices unto Da- 
niel (however contrary to their consciences), they 
i^ha'll be disinherited. ^ . 

9. He said, moreover, that a certaim PWw^, a 
teacher of righteousness, who dwells at the school j. 
had piously told those who were the friends of Truth, 
and Joseph, that unless they renounced both, . their, 
children should not be instructed. — ^Then, when the 
ipanitcs heard these things they were glad, and, hav- 
i)ig such iiohle and diiine examples, they went forth, 
tfonfirbicd in their iniquity, 

10. Then these sons of; Oppression began with ri-l 
gour to dqal with their dependants after this man-- 
tter, and to make their Workmen groan under their 
lieavy yoke ; yea, they all of them united, (to op^^t 
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press the poor,) even from the Peer upon tie Hill 
down to the Higgler who Hveth near the Sink Hole^ 

11. Nevertheless, the men of Nottingham were 
courageous, and mocked their vain attempts, and set 
at nought all their machinations ; for the Makers of 
Frames, and those who ^et them up — the Sinker 
Makers also,' the Knitters of Hose, with those who 
prepare the Needles, became as the heart of one 
man, and said, we will break the yoke from off our 
necks, both we and our brethren will bej'ree^ nei* 
ther will we suffer our Oppressors to thumb us any 
more* 

12. Now there was a certain Danite who wasTery 
rich, and whose grounds brought forth Coal in great 
abundaace ; and when he had heard of th« stedfast- 
ness and integrity of the men of Nottingham he was 
sore displeased. 

13. Then he called one of his household servants, 
and said unto him, depart in' haste to the house of 
William the Friend^ who liveth near unto the Market* 
place, and speak unto him in my name, saying, 

14. I have heard with regret what the men of. 
Nottingham have done, in that they have rejected 
Daniel and despised the threats of those that i^dher- 
ed to him, I pray thee, therefore, hearken unto roe, 
and lift up thy voice in his behalf, then shall my 
custom remain with thee ; but, if thou refuse to o* 
bey, then will I buy no more of thy Sugar, neither 
shall thy Tea come within my gates. 

15. Now William was a man of uprightness, and 
used great plains e»s of speech, but when he beard 
these things the Spirit of indignation moved in his 
breast, and he said unto him — friend, return thee 
again to thy master, and say unto him, I will not 
hearken unto him, foe I regard not the person, of 
nan ; neither will I sell my Independence for a Mess 
of bis Pottage, 
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16. Then the servant turned aside, (as his Lord 
had coramauded him) and went and laid his thumb 
on a certain Ruler, and used many words to per- 
suade him to depart from the path of rectitude. 

17. Howbeit he prevailed not, for this Man of 
Iron, (whose very soul hated corruption,) treated 
both his threatenings and his promised with contempt; 
saying, I would rather obtain my bread by sweeping 
the channels in the streets than submit to Biibery and 
Corruption. 

18. Now the rest of the cruelties which wereprac- 
tised by the Danites, and the lies which they told, 
and the slander which is to be found in their writ- 
ings, are they not recorded in the 4th Chapter of 
the Book of Accidents ? 



CHAPTER THE FOURTH. 



//^ IVE ear unto me, ye men of Wisdom, and 

VJT let those that have understanding hearken 

to my speech, for I will relate some of the cruelties 

of the Danites, and some of the evil things which 

these Sons of Oppression have committed. 

!2. And while I am speaking your hearts will be 
filled with anguish, and your bosoms will be moved 
wfth compassion ; yea, ye will smile upon 3'pur 
breasts, and your ears will tingle. 

.3. For when the Danites saw the unshaken con- 
stancy of the men of Nottingham, and the ultimate 
success that would crown the laudable endeavours of 
Joseph; moreover, when they saw themselves derld- 
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edy and Danieli their idol, set at nought, they ex- 
erted themselves both on the right hand and on the 
left. 

4. And they said, go to, let us thumb them— let 
us oppress them to the uttermost, and then we will 
say that the friends of Joseph do these things !- and 
they did so ; for a certain Tyrant named Jarvis, who 
livech at the Grove, near the Trent side, laid his 
thumb upon all his Tenants, who were friends to Lir 
bcrty and Joseph* 

5. Then was this noble example followed by others^ 
n the country round about, even from H ^d 

who liveth at Gun — ton, to Tom n of Mawk — n 

Hillsy who have both discharged those Tenants who 
were friendly to the cause of Joseph. 

6. And at the Village called Biidg d, near un- 
to the river side, dwelletb a certain Priest, who alwa^'s 
doeth Justice; and he laid his reverend thumbs upon 
his faithful Clerk, neither would he suffer him to say 
jimen any more, although he had served him with di- 
ligence for Thirty and Nine Years, and had never 
once refused his hearty amen to his Master's most 
dissembling prayer. 

7. Howbeit, while he tarried in bis master's house, 

J tt M — s U* Steward being present, also a- 

bused him with many words, and said unto him, 
" thou art a rotten pillar of the Church.'^ And Mrs. 
Parson, (her husband being near unto death,) was 
very angry, and gave commandment that he should 
be expelled from his office in the sanctuary ; that the 
sub'f^lpit should be no longer trodden by his unhal- 
lowed feet ; although this poor mah, nor 3'et his son, 
had any thing to bestow upon Joseph but their bles- 
sing. 

8. Now, concerning the Lies win'ch they have 
t(^i;!, iM!(l the KalsMioods which they Ik'vu utler^d, 
iK^lioUl ! 1 {.now noi wLt'reio Ix-jiii, lU'iiiicr shall I 
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know tv'hcre to end, for they are in number as tht 
dust ; neither can the arithmetician add them toge- 
ther. 

9. For they have said that Joseph dealeth in Sfaves^ 
a traffic which his soul abhorreth, for as he hath 
bought nonCf so he hath never sold any ; but this they 
have said out of the percersehess of their own hearts, 
for they themselves know that Daniel, and those that 
were like-minded with him in the Great Council of 
the nation, have always given their voices for Slavery. 

10. And also they said that the friends of Joseph, 
whom they have called Jacobins, (a name which nei- 
ther wc nor our fathers have known, neither are the 
Danites able to explain it to us,) did cause the dear- 
ness of provisions, arid made bread scarce through- 
out the land ; howbeit, this is sl foolish //e, which 
deserveth not to be answered. 

11. They said, moreover, tha^ the friends of Jo- 
seph had laid their thumbs upon Richard Rawson of 
Lambley, to cause him to depart oat of his dwelling 
becaiibe he was favourable unto Daniel ; this also is 
a lie, as his own hand writing testifieth. 

12. Also, those sons of Slander said that Jo- 
seph and John, who live by the Highway as (hou 
^oest unto Mansfield, had thumbed two of their 
hired servants who designed to give their voices 
lor Daniel, because, they said, " the Danites had 
'* shewed kindness unto -us in time that is past, and 
** we hope to receive fixture JavaUrs from them ; and 
** as for the friends of Joseph, we know not whether 
" they will give us any thing ; " nevertheless, their 
masters have not discharged them. 

13. Now their liveth in the town of Nottingham 
a follower of Dan, and he calleth himself '' Jn Old 
** and Loyat Burgeu^ ^ and as this man is old in 
years, so he is hardened in wk^ednesSf and delightcth 

3 2 
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in lying r behold ! his lies are to be found (April l6) 
in the lW« C7iromcle, 

14. Also, there dwelleth in Houndsgate a Printer, 
and a certain man said unto him — why wilt thou 
print the Lies of the Daniies ? and why dost thou 
suffer thy Press to be polluted with s^ch contemptible 
stuff 

15. Theh he answered and said — *' I will print any 
" thing : if they were not lies I could not sell them, 
** and it is tny design by these to obtain a New Coat J' 
This account is tnie and faithful, 

\6. These are a few of the Evils which they have 
committed, and Falsehoods which they have told ; 
and I could tell of many more, but 1 will refrain at 
present lest I should weary your patience,- and lest 
what I now record should surpass the belief of gene- 
rations yet to come. 

17. Therefore^ let every friend of Joseph, and 
every lover of Truth and Independence above all things 
shun lying practices, and all deceitful ways, aad let 
these men be a warning unto them. 

1 8. And let all the Priests take warning by Mat** 
,thevv, (not the Evangelist,) to avoid Horse Races 

and EO Tables, and all lewd company, lest they 
should have Xhcxv pockets picked; aud their reputati- 
on sullied ; and be looked upon with contempt^ cvea 
as he is at this day. 

. For »h ! with heart-felt grief 

And sorrow 1 rehearse, 

A wickid, pilfering thief, 

Rob'd Matthew of his purse, • - 

. When in the ' righteous ' act* 

Of gambling at the itice !" 

'Tis these, and such like facts,. - • "• 

Have cloth'd him wUk disgrace,. . , 
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CHAPTER THE FIFTH. 



'l T^^^ ^^^^ *^* Danhes saw tfcat the men of 

• X n| Nottingham defended their cause with the 

weapons of Truth, Liberty, and Independence, th^ 

were perplexed on every side, & they said one among 

another '* what shall we d« to keep the field against 

NDur adversaries ? — if we fly we shall be a reproach 
nnto them, and a proverb throughout the land— if 
we stand our grbund are we not sure to be beaten ? 
because they are more in number than we, besides, 

tthieir weapons are proof against corruption. 

2. We have already oppressed them, yet are they 
"firm ; we have threatened them with still greater se- 
verities, yet do they not regard us ; we have laid 
our thumbs ujpoh them, yet do they treat us with dis- 
dain. Their minds soar upwards like the eagle, 
neither do they fear the frown of the oppressor. — On 
their lips dwell the words of truth, and their writings 
almost confound us. " 

* 3. Then, when they had communed together, 
^hey determined to stand their ground, and to arrii 
themselves with such weapons as they had, for they 
said, " although our weapons are not of so good a 
temper as theirs yet have we more of them, and be- 
sides, ye know all our tribo are very expert at their 
arms!" 

4. Then every one armed himself according to his 
ability, in the arms which he had been most accus- 
tomed to wear. Now the arms of the Danites are 
they not deceit, lying, rnalice, Slander, defamation, 
and oppression ! And they said one amongst ano* 
ther, if these weapons fail us, alas ! pour Daniel ! 
b3 
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5. And when they first prepared themseives and 

set the battle in array, a certain man named B s^ 

from a distant battery fired some shafts of malevo- 
lence and falshood at the friends of Joseph, and the 
report was so great that it was heard from one end of 
the land even unto the other. — ^This he did, that tUe 
men of Nottingham, and their wives, and their daugh- 
ters might be despised in the land of their fathers. ' 

6. For he said that Joseph exhibited colours which 
were ensignias of disloyalty, and that his friends spake 
evil of the King, and that they carried before him 
the Tree of Liberty; and without blushing declared 
that a Woman, naked as^Eve in Paradise, walked in 
the open streets, how beit, these are all flagrant lies, 
and full of defamation. 

7. Then arose Benjamin , the Physician, and puhr 
lished many things which neither he nor his brethren 
could prove, nevertheless, he went not unpunished, 
for a certain man whom he defamed, took up his quill 
and beat him almost to death ; yet he killed him not 
because he had mercy upon him, and yet have we not 
heard whether he be recovered. 

8. Then Alexander^ the Scribe, being greatly pro- 
voked that his friend was thus defeated, and put to 
shame, cried out in a great rage unto the ** Spinner 
of Worsted," why art thou so angry, and why dost 
thou suffer thy temper to be ruffled after this manner^' 
but he was quickly put to silence^ 

p. And Alexander s Partner, (who also h a Lawyer 
and an Inspector of naked Women's clothijig) wrote 
unto X. Y. saying, " Joseph is sure to come to nought, 
because we are ri<:h and mighty, and the Lords of 
the Land are for us,, and the Nobles have promised 
to assist us ; therefore, come thou and be our Scribe, 
and write such things against our enemies as vte shall 
tell thee, and we will pay thee for it even as thou re* 
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quirest; h'owbeit the Man of Law was deceived, and 
many laughed at him.- 

10. After these things there was a great dearth 
throughout all the land of Dan; not a dearth ofpo* 
iataes^ nor o( soup, nor of red fishes, but of autmoks, 
and the whole tribe lamented because no man could 
be found to defend their cause : then a certain man 
<who before was not a Danite) named Little Tack*' 
rhyme looked upon the barrenness of the land. 

11. And when he saw that the dearth was very 
great^ and that the friends of Joseph did not favour 
him with their orders, he considered the state of his 
©y striped coat, and he said, '* Behold ! it is become 
\ery thre&dbaire-^- 1 will turn it, because a favorable 
opportunity is at hand, and perad venture I may also 
get a new one ! " and he did so, and hb apostacy 
was noised abroad. 

12. Then, when the Danites heard this they were 
glad, and their hearts were comforted within them 
because they had found so Mean advocate to defend 
their cause ; neither did they reproach him for his 
former colour, seeing he is now become as milk that 
is three times skimmed ! 

13. Then did he write for the Danites, and he 
composed songs in abundance; yea, he composed , 
some Chances also, the composition of which can- 
not, be imitated. 

14. As for the grammatical construction of his 
sentences, it is beyond conception ! — the like was 
never seen. Then did some friend advise with him 
concerning this thing, and, in his second edition he 
attempted to mend it, but behold! it was worse for 
mending. 

15. Did he not also write Ficnickery ? and dream 
a very foolish dream for Joseph and for JosepKs 
uife ? and did he not write Something new ; or Pat in 
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m Paisumf also, John Bull's Letter to Ms Brotket 
Thomas^ &c. for which the Danites praised liim ; 
%vhile men of sense and judgment looked upon him 
\vilh contempt. » 

\6, These are the weapons of the Danites wJth 
which they defend their cause, and these are tbe 
men of valour which they employ, and on whom 
they depend for success ; but they will quickly be 
disappointed, and all their boasting turned into shame* 

17. Thus far have I fulfilled what I promised thee, 
reader ! in the third Chapter of the Book of A«> 
cidentSy which was to declare unto thee the Cruelty 
and the Lies of the Danites, and the Slander which 
is to be found in their writitigs. 

18. Howbeit, since they have obtained a new 
scribe, who is surnamed Tachrhyme^ their writings 
have multiplied so fast that it would fill a volume to 
notice the whole of their slanders, nevertheless, I 
shall write unto thee again as their slanders appeari 
and as ** Accidents" take place. 



CHAPTER THE SIXTH. 



J "KTOW it came to pass, after the Danites had 
• i.^ done all those base and wicked things 
which we have already mentioned, and many others 
which we have not yet recorded, it came into their 
foolish hearts to visit the people who dwell at Arnold^ 
because the friends of Joseph had done so, for they 
imitate them in all things but uprightness. 

2. So they assembled themselves together on the 
second day of the fifth month, even all the Danites, 
and all the Gothamites, and those who lacked know- 
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ledge, in topes they might terrify the men of Not- 
tingham, and the friends of Joseph who dwell round 
about the country, with their multitude. 

3. Then did they unliirl their banners of sky-blue, 
in number twenty and four, and when they had ob- 
tained soldiers to play upon instruments of music be- 
fore them, they set their faces towards Arnold^ and as 
they drew nigh unto the village, they lifted up their 
voices, and shouted, and the soldiers played upon 
their instruments " Croppies lie down." 

4. And as they entered the town many looked forth 
from their windows contemptuously upon them, for 
the men of Arnold are noble minded, and they love 
not the thoughts of Oppression, neither can their sto- 
machs digest Rcd'herrings. 

5. Now their procession was after this manner, 
(and these things are true and faithful) first, there en- 
tered the town some asses just eased of their burdens ! 
these moved with an irregular step and solemn aspect, 
being frightened at these friends of ^^ social order*' 
who were behind ; nor did they once attempt to bray, 
which might have served as an example to their two 
legged brethren who followed after, had they not 
been more foolish than the beasts. 

6. Next followed some of the tribe of chimney- 
sweepers, whose dirty garments and unclean faces be- 
tokened the dirtiness of the cause they honoured. 
Then did the.Danites foolishly exult in their number 
and strength, and insulted and evil treated some of 
.the friends of Joseph, insomuch that they were pfo- 
voked exceedingly, and in their anger they smote 
some of these sons of Belial for their daring insolence. 

7. Then followed the soldiers with their instruments 
of music, and the standard bearers carrying ensigns* 
and the multitude followed after ; and they came tb 
the house of a certain roan who has forsaken the right 
way, apd hi^ sons ure haughty and kQk wisdomi for 
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one of tliem being asked by a friend of Joseph's to 
drink with him, he was offended at him, (and feel- 
ing the itch of a county magistrate upon him) he cried 
out in an angry totie, ** I'll commit you ;'* howbeit, 
all that were present laughed to scorn this son of a 
Justice in embryo. 

8. After the Danites' had remained a little while 
in Arnold, they turned aside unto a certain place 
called the Red-hill^ when a Danite received them in- 
to his house, and after he had refreshed thern with 
his beverage, and had put his bread and his cheese 
before them, which they ate of, and were not thank- 
ful ; these lovers of their Constitution jilunderfed his 
house, and tooic away a dressed ham. whicli no doubt 
they did in a constitutional manner. 

9. Then they went to the place where the hen 
brooded over her eggs, in expectation of finding 
some young, howbeit, they found not any, but they, 
laid their hands upon some eggs, and took them a- 
way, and carried them to the b'oute of a publican 
io eat them, aTid the bam Which they had Stolen ; and 
behold ! when they broke the eggs thek'e were chick- 
ens leaped out of the tiheHs, therefore are the Dan- 
ites called " Ham and Chickens; '^ and it is ai!)an<e 
and a proverb of reproach uuto them onto ^is '^ay. 

10. Then did the sky lour, and sieemed to ft&9i^ 
upon the(m, and as they were returning hom^e tbey 
were baptiised with the rain and hail, w'hich vnight 
have brought to their remembrance their unkind 
treatment of the friends of Joseph in the yeiir nfne- 
iy-four. 

11. Now, after these things, Ih'fe men of iSfottrng- 
^aai purposed in their hearts to reHfew their visit to 
Arnold; and on the ninth day o( ^he ififth month 
they Assera'Med themselves together in ihh tfiiaitiet^ 
place, an exceeding great number, ^v'hfdi no man 
•eould'ftuinber, and they unfcrled tfeeir baniiefs oT 
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divers colours, even of purple, orange, and yellow, 
in number fifty and four, with superscriptions written 
upon them. 

12. And when they had got all things in readiness 
they set th^ir f^ces to go- to Arnold; and having a 
chosen band among themselvcii of men expert in mu-. 
sic, they played upon their instruments, and made 
roejody in their hearts as they proceeded on their 
way, and rejoiced exceedingly. 

13. And when the men of Arnold rcQeived tid- 
ings that the friends of Joseph were approaching they 
left their tents and went out to meet them. 

14. And as they entered the village they shouted 
aloud for joy, insomuch that the earth rang again ; 
and they cried, Daniel has got his thousands, but 
Joseph bis tens of thousands; and they passed 
through the streets in great triumph, and did not mo- 
lest any by the way, neither did they steal any ham 
nor rob any hen-roost, nor leave any reckoning un- 
paid as the Danites had done before them. 

15. Then they returned again by the way that 
they went, and were invited to sit down in a field by 
the highway side, where preparations were made, 
and they took of the provisions, and did eat and 
drink, and were very merry ; and the sun shone up- 
on them, and the heavens seemed to smile, and they 
rejoiced in the goodness of their cause. 

16. And when the evening drew on they arose and 
departed, and the instruments of mubic were played 
before them, & their banners were displayed in the air, 

17. Then, when they arrived at Nottingham, they 
passed through the streets, and gave proof by 'their 
peaceable behaviour that they are men of order, and 
not of confusion ; and after they had played upon 
their instruments of music, and had given their 
frienrls a few hearty cheers, they returned every man . 
lo his JioM'-c in iH-aco. ^ 
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CHAPTER THE SEVENTH. 



'^TOW it. came to pass at the time vi'hen the 

• X N friends of Daniel and the friends of Joseph 

were at variance with each other, that a certain man 

named B 'S, (whom we have already mentioned,) 

assisted the friends of DanieU and he wrote a book 
in which he calumniated the men of Nottingham, 
and he filled it with slander and false accusations, 
with lies and abominable things : behold ! it is to be 
seen in the window of Little Tackrhyvie, and may be 
bought at his shop even at this day, 

2. Now this man is a barrister, and very learned, 
much unlike many of the friends of Daniel, who are 
very ignorant ; and he sent unto some of the Dan- 
itQs who dwelt in Nottingham that they might fur- 
nish hira with all the evil and lying things which pro- 
ceeded out of the iinaginations of their own evil 
hearts. 

5. Then did the Danites consult together, even 
some of the vilest of them, and those who are most 
expert in lying, and those who cannot distinguish. 
fiakedne&s from cloatfdng ! and they wrote unto him, 
and furnished him with all that he needed. 

4. Then did he write the book which we have 
mentioned, and which will be mentioned to his dis- 
grace while the earth remaineth, for his lies are as 
many as ** Gulliver*8, " and as great as " Baron 
" Munchausen's ; " nay, they cannot be equalled in 
the "Arabian Nights;" houbeit, these lies being 
written without malice, they do but little harm, while 
his were designed to traduce unoffending men, and 
to deceive a whole nation. 

5. Then did the Rulers of Nottingham write unto 
him, saying, thou hast written many lying and wick- 
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ed things against us, and against the men of Notting- 
ham, and against our J'emales : "we pra\- theq there- 
fore to retriict thy calumny publicly;'* and they 
caused their letter to be published in the daily papers. 

6. Now, when this man of wig had received the 
letter which was sent unto him, he continued for some 
time silent, howbeit, he repented him not of his evil 
deeds, but he wrote a Postscript, and therein declar- 
ed that all things which he had written concerning 
Nottingham were true and many more, some of which 
we will here mention, for the time would fail us to 
tell of the whole. 

7. Then did he fleer at the mm of Nottingham, 
and say ** O ! most virtuous, loyal, and immaculate 
Town, how hast thou been calumniated 1 ! ! " 

8. Now, in the Postscript which tliis Rarrister hatfi 
written, he declares that in the Procession ** every 
insignia of Gallic Revolutionism was introduced a- 
niidst thousands and ten thousands of spectators, that 
a Goddess of Reason walked in solemn state, and that 
a Jacobinical Mob planted the Tr^e of Liberty, and 
danced round it in great exultation ; while the musi- 
cians played upon their instruments, an<i the disaf- 
fected cried out ** We'll down with all Kings, and 
bid Millions be. free." 

9. Nor do the Danites who dwell «t Nottingham 
deny these things, although they knozo them to bejahe, 
but they encourage this man of sin thnt he may o- 
vercome truth, and suppress Freedom and Inde- 
pendence, and cause Bribf.ru and Corruption to pre- 
vail. 

10. He bath also said thK the Judges of the lard 
have been insulted by the men of Nottingham, when 
they came among them to administer Justice ; but 
this was never seen except by those who saw all 
the shameful proceedings which this Barrister hath 

c 
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recorded, and which were committed when Josepk 
was carried in triumph through the streets. 

1 1 . He says, moreover, that there are one hundred 
and i'orty houses in the Town dedicated to Bacchus, 
and that these are most of them seminaries of Dis- 
loyalty ; that the Constables are disaffected, and wink 
at tumults! yea, he declares that ten constables were 
dismissed in one day because they loved the King, 
bowbeit, these are lies which need no disproving. 

12. After these things, he says, *' the Jacobiris of 
Nottingham took occasion, from the sacred saleuinity 
of Confirntation, to insult the Church, and Religion 
itself! " (-which he regards above all thittgs.J 

13. And lest the reader should not understand the 
solemnity of Confirmation by a Bishop, not having 
read of it in the Bible, 1 think- it meet to lay bcfoie 
him its nature and design. 

14. Now it Cometh to pass that every seventh year 
the Bishop visiteth the large towns throughout his Ju- 
risdiction to confirm those who are unconBrmed, and 
all the Priests who dwell in the country round about 
give commandment that the young men and the dam* 
sels shall assemble themselves together in the Sanctuary 

15. And if they have been baptized in their infancy, 
and if they can say the Lord's Prayer, and the Ten 
Commandmenrs, then doth he pronounce ibem sound 
in the faith ; though they may swear; lie, get drunk, 
or bieak ihe Sabbath. Then doth he lead them forth 
as a shepherd doth his fiock, and the Bishop layeth 
his hand upon them, and confirmeth them in their 
faith, and maketh them meet lor kingdom come. 

16. Now it happened abodt the fortieth year of the 
roi«n of the King that the young people assembled td- 
Cit'i^T Mt Nottinoham to be confirmed, and when the 

M - '.nnv Nvj.'^ omird, tlu»v vvimw t'orrh, and some of 
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belt the Magatrates did their duty, though they could 
not prevent-those evils which were committed. 

17. Then, to complete the catalogue of the crimes 
of the men of Nottingham, he added another of a 
deeper dye. Listen, ye Jacobins, with horror, and 
hear it ye disaffected with dismay ! your sin is writ- 
ten with the pen of a lawyer, and your iniquity is 
proclaimed throughout the land. Your rulers ditrre- 
gard«d not the laws of God, but the traditions of 
men, when they forgot to keep holy Good Friday, 
iMit proclaimed it as a day to make Freemen^* how- 
beit, either through the treachery of his heart or me- 
mory, be forgot to say that Mil. P-TT.A>ught a Du- 
el on the Sabbath-day, and was blameless. 

■ It may not be improper here to remark, byway of explanation, that as 
soon as the Rulers recoHected that it *ras a Holy Day, they published that 
the business would be postponed to a future day. 



CHAPTER THE EIGHTH. 



^OW it came to pass when the time drew nioh 
that Joseph and Daniel should return again 
to Nottingham, that the King gave conimanduient 
that the men of tear should be again assembled to- 
gether, for fear lest the enemy should enter his bor- 
ders by the way of the sea coast; and about the 
twentieth day of the fifth month a host was assem- 
bled at Newark f preparing for the war. 

2. And there were found among them some of the 
Danites, and also certain of the friends of Joseph ; 
now tlie friends of Joseph were men of courage and 
of understanding, and when their captains found that 
they loved him, they commanded them immediately 
to depart beyond the Thames lest they should lift up 
c2 
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their voices for Joseph ; howbeit, the Danites were 
sulFered ta tarry aNvhile longer at Neicark^ until their 
idol Daniel should be returned. 

S. Then, after certain days, it was noised abroad, 
saying, Daniel is coming amongst us : then arose all 
the mighty men who dwelt round about, and alt their 
&ei*vants, and a great number of horsemen, even the 
Famine. Guards of the land, and the Chief Priests, 
and a great multitude of Asses, and all who delighted 
in blue, and they went forth to meet him'. 

4. And it came to pass that when they lifte<rup 
their eyes and saw him, tnat they shouted, and waved 
their bannt-rs in the air; and the musicians rode in a 
waggon covered with blue, which had the appearance 
of criminals when they go to a place of executioUi 
after tliey are condemned no die. 

5. And, when they came into the market-place, 
Daniel lifted up his chin, (for its length is very great) 
and when he saw that the multitude was large, he 
took courage, and after he had said a few words un- 
to the people, they carried him to the house of John, 
surnamcd the Valiant ; howbeit, as he passed through 
the streets, being covered with dust, many who knew 
him not said — wljich is he ? 

6\ A\v\ whoii rhoy saw him some lausthcd at Mm, 
o»l;ei*s pitied hir.i, tecauso tliey tliou^jht he was nigh 
unto death ; while others thought he had escaped 
from the tomb \ nevertheless, those who had more 
wisdom despised not the meanness of his person, 
which was very contemptible, but tiiey despised the 
wickedness of bis past behaviour. 

7. Then it came to pass after these things that 
Joseph returned again to Nottingham; and the men of 
Nottingham went forth to meet him in very great 
multitude, and they took with them an increased 
nqmber-of ensigns, and musicalinstrnments in great 
abundance, and when they met him they rejoiced ex* 
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ceedingly, and played upon their instruments of mu- 
sic, insomuch that the earth rang again. 

8. Now their joy sprang from the gladness of their 
hearts, which was not like the joy of the Danites, 
where the servants shouted to please their masters, 
and the tenants to please their landlords, lest they 
should incur their indignatioif, and feel the weight 
of their oppressive Thumbs. 

9. And when Joseph arrived in the market-place, 
and a friend with him, (who also is a friend to the 
people,) then did he speak unto the multitude, and 
encouraged them in their good cause, and he doubt- 
ted not of the success which they all hoped for; 
howbeit, he knew not ail the wiles and the stratagems 
of the Danites, how that the lawyers had invented a 
mould to cast Freeholders in, even as maby as they 
should need. 

10. After this they appointed a day when Daniel 
and Joseph, ancf their friends, should assemble to- 
gether at the Exchange Hall, that they might again 
obtain the minds of the people concerning them, 
and determine which of them should be returned to 
sit in the great council of the nation. 

11. And when they had thus asseipbled, the Dan- 
ites endeavoured to keep out the friends of Joseph, 
but a worthy man named Den***n complained •f 
their partial conduct, then were the friends of Jo- 
seph admitted, and after some conversation had pass- 
ed between the Danites and the men of Nottingham, 
Daniel opened his mouth and said— 

12. That he thanked his friends for the kind term,s 
in which they had spoken of him, an^J. acknowledged 
that if he had done wrong, it was by mistake, and 
hoped that they would grant him. some indulgence; 
and he said, furthermore, that if ^ man more suitable 
than himself could be found, he would come down 
and vote for hi hi ; I;owbeit, many doubled the trutb 

,of his sayings. c 3 
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13, He ^d also, that there wa^ no iaw to prevent 
the Lords of the land from using their influence in 
choosing men for the Great Council ; but, being en- 
tangled in his talk, he afterwards acknowledged tliat 
there icas a 4aw made against it, but^ that the Lords 
of the land " laughed at it! " and it seemed meet in 
his eyes that they should do so, seeing it was a great 
pity that men of 20,0001. a year should be subject 
to such laws. 

14. He said, furthermore, that as to the cause in 
which he was engaged, he would not explain his own 
sentiments lest they should happen to differ with the 
conceptions of his friends : thus did the Danites suf- 
fer themselves to be gulled as heretofore,, while the 
friends of Joseph laughed at tjieir folly ; then did he 
speak against Mr. Fox, and the men of Nottingham 
murmured with indignation against him. 

15. Th^n Joseph rose up and said, my words fall 
short of expressing the gratitude I feel towards those 
who have now conferred such honour upon me, and if 
I have the good fortune to be seated by you in the 
Great Council of the Nation, I will always study j^oar 
sentiments, and labour to promote yowr interest ; as 
to the professions of Daniel, I will not doubt his state- 
ments, neither will I scrutinise his pretensions. 

16. My opportpnt has published an address to the 
nation, and has ranked me amongst those who deispise 
Kings, and who trample upon authorities ; I thought 
it was icvere, but rejoiced in my own innocency* 
knowing that the shafts of slander would never wound 
the upright^ butr that the evil would light upon his 
own pate. 

17. Nevertheless, I was determined when I should 
see him face to face, to' ask him what ground he had 
for such base conduct; I therefore call upon thee, 
Daniel, to ans^ver why thou idcntifiest me with per- 
sons whom thou callest disaffected r To which Daniel 
.Tiade a bungling reply.

nrriEN Daniel opened his mouth and said, that 
' JL he meant no evil against Jos«ph, and that it 
was not his intention to take away his character, 
either in any thing that he had written, or in any 
thing that had preceded out of his mouth, and thus 
was Joseph deceived, when he declared himself satis- 
fied* < 

2. Then stood up Peter, who is a friend of Joseph's 
and a physician, among the people, and he said, that 
he hoped the men of Nottingham would not suffer the 
rights of the people of the land tq he wounded 
through their side. 

3. And when he had ended his saying?, Uentley 
arose, and made mention of some of the mistakes 
which Daniel had fallen into for three and twenty 
years together — he said he had by mistake supported 
the two last wars which had caused graat qalamities, 
and which cost the nation four hundred, millions of 
money. 

4. Ilowbcit, he nzentix)ned not all. the calamities 
which Daniel and those who delight in wiirhad brought 
upon the people, for they bad not only taken from 
them their silver and their gold, but they had sent 
their young men to the field of battle^ and their fathers 
to be slain by the edge of the swordy until the land 
was filled with widows and fatherless chiWren ; so that 
misery and desolation were found in many dwellings^ 

5. He said, moreover, that by ** mistake " he had 
voted for the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act, 
and for the Gagging Bills, and he doubted not but it 
was by mistake that Daniel had so liberally slan- 
dered the men of Nottingham. 

6. Then^ when he had done speaking in the ears of 
the people, and Daniel had' nothing to answer, for 
he knew that his guilt was very great, the Sheriffs 
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commanded that tbey should depart from thence unto 
a lent which was pitched for them in thb Market- 
place ; and thither they went, and the people came 
unto them one by one to give them their voices. 

7. Now there were men of authority appointed to be 
near unto the tent, even before and behind, a great 
multitude of them, afid they were called officers of 
peace, and it was commanded them saying, see ye that 
there is no tumult in the town, nor uproar among the 
people; 

8. Howbeit, certain of them (who were Danitcs) o- 
bcycd not these commandments, but broke the peace, 
and caused tumult, for, as Joseph and his friend (who 
came with him from the great city) were going up to 
the tent, they met them, and smote them, and said, 
ye shall not go up this way-— then did Joseph and 
his friend give commandment that these peace-break- 
ers should be put into hold. 

. 9« llowbeit one of them (a Danite) obtaiiled bis li- 
berty because he was rich, after his friends had given 
bail for him ; 3'et in due season we hope he will be 
brought to suffer for his misdoings, even as the law 
requireth. 

10. And it came to pass on the fourth day of the 
week, that certain of the men of Nottingham assem- 
bled together in the Market-place, and they tarried 
there all night, that they might be ready in the morn*- 
ing to give their voices for Joseph before the Danites 
were assembled ; also, that they might not obstruct 
the passa^ and smite Joseph and his friend as afore- 
time they ifad done. 

11. Now when the Danjtes knew this, they asserar 
bled in the Market-place (and Matthew^ not the E- 
vangelibt, was among them) to ccmsult together how 
they might discomOt the men of Nottingham, and ac- 
complish their wicked designs; and when they had 
communed together for some time, they determined 
to deceive the men of Nottingham under the mask of 
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friendship, for they in most cases, bring about their 
purposes by deceitful means. 

12. Then did some of the most crafty among them 
take off their blue, and put on the insignia of Joseph, 
that they, might appear like unto the men of Notting- 
ham ; and they went unto them and said, ye are 
weary by tarrying here all night, therefore we have 
brought you something to comfort your hearts ; how- 
beit, the gin which they brought them was mixed with 
jalap, and it brought some of them who drank of it 
nigh unto death. 

13. Nevertheless, these sons of dissimulation con- 
tTsi'lered not that the friends of Joseph are men of up- 
rightness, and needed not to be purged even as the 
Danites themselves do, for the dross of corruption is 
in their inward pajts, and the base refuse of hypo- 
cris}^ tarnishes all their actions. 

14. Now, after these things, it came to pass that 
th^ men of Nottingham assembled again, to enter 
into the tent to support the claims of Joseph, and 
"vyhile they were tarrying, the Danites conspired a- 
gainst them once more to do them mischief; and af« 
ter they had bought or stolen, (for we know not 
whether,) some aquafortis, they cast it upon the men 
of Nottingham, and destroyed their garments. 

15. N<»w this liquid was constitutional liquid, and 
it was applied in a coHMiiuHonQl maniu'r by the faeuds 
of religion and social order, and the.reforie.it liad a« 
constitutional effect in promoting their grand desi^niiy. 
nameiy^ to obtain ^< the FreeUom of li!Section, and 
to bring back the Ckmstiltttio<» to its original putjty !. 
and thus the^ gave the men of Nottingham to seo 
what Britons can do when they are rdu^ed I " — See 
NottingkaanJournaly Jmt U, \^Q3* 

\Q. An4 it came to pass towards the end of the. 
election, that the men of Nottinghajai prevailed, ben 
Cjiusi! they ware most in number ; then did tho Dan- 
ites bring forward the Freeholders, which they bad be-; 
fpre cast in parchment moulds prepared for the purpose ,, 
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17.. Howbeit, some of them, because tlicy had 
enjoyed their Freehold estates but sn short a time, 
knew not in what parish they were to be found ; nei- 
ther were they acquainted with the tenants wlio lived 
under them, for their teachers had not given them 
sufficient instructions ; and many of them were defi- 
cient in knowledge as well as in pinbity. 

18. And these gave weight in Dauierb scale, and 
so ilic poll closed ill his favor.

. „ row it came to pass when the Poll was end*- 
X >l ed, that these children of stupidity, and 
supporters of corrupcion, even the Danites, carried 
r)aniel round the Town m a chair covered with blue, 
which they had prepared ; and they made great re* 
joicing because Opprebsion and Thumbing bad pre- 
vailed over Truth and Independence — and thus did 
they glory in their shame. • 

52. Ilowbeit, their wickedness ended not here, nei- 
ther do we know where it will end, for there is no 
end thereof, for their hearts are full of treachery and" 
deceit, their hands are full of bribes, their tongues 
utter malignant words, and iheir pens distil poison, 
until their paper is stained with faii^ehood| slander, 
and abuse. 

3. Then Joseph, when he saw what was done, 
and that the mighty men, and that the bondsmen had 
Opposed him, be wrote unto his friends, and com* 
plained of the combination of power that bad been 
formed against him ; and after he had thanked them 
in the kindest manner for -their supportj he departed 
from among them for a season. 
- 4. Then did Daniel and his friends assemble at a 
place Galled Thurland Hall, where they made a feast, 
and after Daniel had. filled hh belly, and bis spirits 
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were revived within him, he began a^ain to consicfer 
how he miglit abuse Jo5>eph, and insult the men of 
Nottingham. 

5. So ho wrote a paper, and caused it to be pub- 
lished in the Nottingham Journal, saying, ** let not 
Joseph complain of the oppressive hand of power, 
but let him compare the quiet and constitutional in- 
fluence which property gives, with the terrors of the 
Biudgeon, the HaUeVj and the K?iife, " 

6. Oh ! that I could suppress the indignation I 
feel, and quench the fire of resentment which burns 
within my breast, while I record the unprecedented 
wickedness which thi.4 old skeleton hath written. — Is 
not his heart harder than adamant, and hrs Consci- 
ence seared with a hot iron ? 

7. For he said, *' let Joseph contrast the comforts 
of a regular government with the miseries of anarchy 
and confusion^ which operated for his benefit ajr the 
last Election, and would ultimately place the tenant 
above his landlord, the servant above his master, 
aod the subject above his Prince ! " • 

S. Now, is it not evident that he wished the world 
to understand that Joseph was an enemy to peace 
and good order, and a supporter of confusion and 
riot; while he himself was a friend to his country, 
and a supporter of a regular government ? 4iowbeit, 
this agreeth not with his acknowledgments to Joseph 
at the Exchange Hall. 

9. He said, moreover, " that he had been fight- 
ing m troubled waters for more than 20 years, and 
h^id maintained the fight with that firmness which 
leads to success, even to the bringing back the Con- 
stitution to its ancient purity; for he had been fight- 
ing for the Laws, the Religion, and the Monarchy 
of the Country ! *' (which Joseph and his friends 
meant, no doubt,- to destroy.) 

10. An(\, notuiih^t.indinii coercion and oppressi- 
on \\<*h* ric v'f.irn^ <'t i.!*^ u;jrf':n' - -ihn iJ-ilo*?, 
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cniplo}^(l 5n bis service — that Thumbing, and Jalap, 
and Aquafortis, and. all the works of darkness were 
means which his friends employed — 

11. Yet did he declare *' that all the Elections in 
1^'hich they had been engaged had been conducted a- 
penlif^ Jaiflifj and honourably;*' and since he had 
fought such a good fight for his Country, it was but 
meet, as a just recompeiire of reward, that he and 
his admirers should ^* obtain a restitution of their 
Rights, and be placed upon a rock — not a Tarpeian 
rock, but one from which they could not be easily 
driven/' 

12. Tliese are some of the perverse things which 
he wrote, and caused to be made knpwn. Kehold ! is 
it not written that the tongue of the slanderer has no* 
guide, and that his lips speak foolish and wicked 
things ? 

13. Howbcit, the fool shall not depart from his 
folly, neither shall the wicked forsake the evil of his 

Svays : sooner shall R s cease to be a hireling, 

and the M r Cease to satisfy hini with his hire. 

14. Sooner shall Dan cease to rail at his betters, 
rind the " leal " friends of that man become as wise 
as they are few, 

15. Sooner shall Joseph be faiHy elected, and his 
title honestly admitted without dispute. 

\6, Sooner shall the rich have; respect unto the 
lowly, and allow them the privjlege of thinking for 
jh em selves. 

17. Sooner shall confidence inspire the Danites, 
atid the friends of Joseph runf fearfully away. 

18. Sooner shall Sparfcfe lose his courage, and 
Aleck Im bashfulncss of face. 

19. Sooner shall the freeholders who polled for Dan 
Jive on their income >vithout relief from the Parish. 

20. Sooner shall this Chapter of Accidents not 
be renewed when an opportunity occurs.

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6. A«d Acy communed together, and said \' Let «; tii^^

JH5llor after our own hearts, /or Daniel lovetb the King, and

7- So they assembled together, *nd said ' We will not 
send Daniel i^gain ; but we will send Joseph who cpmetli 
from a far coui^try, h"^ the sea sidjj, wbpm ye know not. 

8. Now the Law w»» that e,very man bhpuld freely give 
\y\% vQice, and choose whom he would send to sit in the 
Oreaf Council of' the Nation. 

5. And the Sons of SediiiQn said anaoijg theipselvet, 
' JLet us give our voices unto Joseph, s^nd not unto Daniel : 
^ut some said \vhp is this Joseph that we should put trust in 
l^im, for he is not here with us. 

10. Now one stood up and fiaid, ' Am I not here, and 
|tai;d in the stead pf Joseph who will shortly come here unto 
you, and be will speak in your ears of the good things he 
vill do for you, and for the whole nation ; therefore attend 
to me until he come, for am I not as a mouth unto you, 
and do I not dwell in the place whigh beareth the nam^ 
.. of the Council of the Nation.' 

J 1. Therefore t pray ye that you give ear unto me, and 
7 will speak iinto you of Joseph, and of the great things he 
hath done. . - 

V2. Hath he not many great ships which he sends oyer 
the great scJi, aftd do they not bring him much treasiire 
that be may give unto thee. Lo ! hesendetb bis ships even 
unto 4ffHcd, and he sendeth out silks and stuffs, and war in«* 
ptfuraeats, and he exchangeth them for men, a^d ipt wf^.

15. He sayeth unto his captain^ that go out with His 
ships, * When y^ get to the place where Tgend you, say 
unto the Icing of tlie place, ^ Lol I h^ve brought rii^h mer- 
c^hapdize ,M,ixto thee jthat I may gjet flaves, and return in 
s^afety ; but if thou ha&^ not slaves to give unto me, I have 
brought strange instruments cf destruction. £t for war, that 
thou maypsl send thy people out to surprize the rieighbour- 
ipg nations, and bring jtheiQ uixto mc for slaves. ' 

14. And when ye have gotten thert, then shall ye tail to 
the West^ and sell |hcm for blayes, and bring me the gop4 
jJiings of the l%nd in return. . ' 

J 5. Thus hath Joseph gotten riches. 

16. But these things must not be said in the cars of those 
who love the King, nor pf those that love peace in their 
dwellings ; now, therefore, tarry a while, I pray tVe, and 
I will go and cause Joseph to come unto you. 

J 7. Then he departed from the pdbple and went unto the 
^country by the sea side where Joseph dwelt, and behold f 
^loseph was persuading the people in his own country that 
they might choose him for their Counsellor, but they said 
* upto him, *.* We know thee, that thou art not fit to be a 
Counsellor for us, therefor^ we will not choose thee, Biit 
we will choose for Couns^ilors^ mi^n of. uptight heai^t in 
whom We can put our trust." . 

18. Now when Joseph saw' that the people despised him, 
'he was sore displeased, and he turned away from them and 
went unto his own house sorrowing, and behold ! there 
waiter! for him Belphegor, who had journeyed from Not- 
tingham, who said unto him, " Why art thou dispirited ? 
lo ! I bring glad tidings unto thee," but Joseph answered 
him, saying, ** The people here refuse me, and have saidi 
Jhe^ will Hot choose me for iheir Counsellor." 
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• 15. But BelpbegOr said unto hirti, " Be not discouragibdj 
but coi»e now with me and thoa shall b^ chosen Counsellor 
by the people ainopEst whom.l dwell, who know thee not,

ny who are agaipst us ! *' 

2. Aiidt when th^ Writing was made, th^y put many tiameii 
tinto it^ and persuaded raaiiy of the people to put their nanieal 
tifato it, atid they sent it iitito the gr^eat city that it. VJight, bd 
giten unto the King's Lord* 5 l>ttt, iivhen the King'^s Lords sa^r 
the writing, they regarded it not, neither did they shew re- 
spect nnw it, for they knew that the wtitiiig cam^ not hotsf.

rplc who follow u-s and Joseph arc blind, and they.believc all our 
words that we say unto them, now let us therefore keep tbenji 
in darkness that w.c may overcome Daniel through them, and 
when we shall have obtained the v.ictory we shall be a We to de- 
itroy then^ also.
